Tbe office of tbe Agent to tbe Goveruoi-General m Rajputana Was held 
by me tbiougbout the year nndei report, except for tbe period from tbe 27tb 
August to tbe 21st October, when I was on privilege leave Luring my 
absence, Lieutenant-Colonel 0 E Tate, O S.1 , 0,M G., Officiating Resident, 
Western Raiputana States, was appointed to officiate as Governor-General’s 
Agent in addition to bis own duties

I icmained at Ahu from the 1st Apiil to the 12th July 1898 On the 
latter date I tiavelled to TJdaipui, returning to head-quarteis on the 19th idem 
I was absent on privilege leave fiom the 27th August to the 21st October, 
from which date I remained at head quaiteis until the 2l8t November, when 
I made a short toui thiough Sirolii, pimcipally with the object of satisfving 
myself as to the natuie and adequacy ot the precautionaiv measuies agam'-t 
plague that weie being taken at the Capital of the State and at Erinpura 
Cantonment I leturned to Abu in the beginning of December 1898 

Tlic regular annual cold weathei tour commenced on the 13th Decembei 
1898 Leav ing Abu on that date, I i eached Bikanov on the 14th On the 
IGth, under the orders of His Excellencvthe Viceroy and Goveinor-GenonI, the 
ceremony of investing His Highness Maharaja Garga Singh of Bikaner with 
governing powers was peiformcd From Bikaner I visited m turn Jodhpur, 
Ajmer, and Kishangaih, nhence I tiavelled bv dak to B aiauli, and at a Darbai 
held in the Palace on the 25th Decembei 1898, I dehveied to His Highiiess 
Mahanja Blnnwar Pal Deo the Insignia of a Knight Giand Commander of 
the Most Eminent Older of the Indian Enipiie I next visited Dholpui and 
then Bharatpur, wheie I loft ni\ tamp standing nhilc I went on duty to Cal- 
cutta On my return I visited Alwai and Jaipur, n hence I maiched to Tonk, 
following pait of the new lailmy to Miidhopur ncai the Chambal Fiom 
Tonk the route lay via Bundi and Kotah to Jhalawar, where Kunnar IJhawani 
Smtih ’\as, nndtr orders from Government, installed ns Cliipf of the newly 
constituted State of Jhalawar on the Cth Fehruaiv 1890 From Jhalrapatnn, 
his Cnpitil, the maioh was continued to Partnhgaih and tliiough the heart of 
the Blnl counttj hy was ot Banswam, Dungarpur uid Khcrwaia to Ddaipur 
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At TJclaipur I broke up my corap on llio litli ir-iicb 1899, and travelled by 
the nerv railway to Cbitoigarh and tbence to Ajmer There, amongst other 
duties, I presided o\er the annual meeting of the Walteiknt llajputra Hitkanni 
Sabba Tiom Ajmei I icturned to bcad-quarteis on the 19tb Maicb 1899, 
having been on tour for three months and seven days. The toui included 
almost all the Capitals of the States of Rajputana, and I thus had the oppor- 
tunity of making the personal acquaintance of those Chiefs and imiiortant 
Thakurs and officers in the Piovince uhom I had not preiiously met 

Apait fiom the installations of the Chufs of Bikanei and Jhalawai, the 
ceicmonial at Kaiauli, and the Walterknt Sahha at Ajmei, the most impoitant 
matters engaging attention ■were the various projeited railway extensions, the 
pioposalsfor introducing the Biitish euirencv into those States whose coinage is 
most depreciated, the constitution of the new State of Jhalawai, the settlement 
operations in Bhaiatpur and Aluai, and the seaicity lehef measures in Ajniei- 
Merwa^a. 1 he reform of their currency is now the huining question in most 
of the States of Bajputana 


^OTE\\ORT^\ EVFMS 

The chief event of the year lias the completion of the aiiangements for 
the transfer to Kotah of ceitain tiacts Hut had foimtd priit of Jhalawai and 
the constitulion of the lemamder into the new State of Jhalawai The actual 
transfer of teiritori took place on the 1st Januaiy 1899 The .nea thus restored 
measmes about 2,600 square iniks, with an estimated levcnuoof eight lakhs of 
rupees As alieady noted, Kunw u Bhawani Singh was, uudei ordeis fiom 
Government, installed m Febiuary 1899 as the Chief of the uew State, and was 
at the same time invested with ruling powers undei the style and title of Baj 
Bana of Jhalawar, with a salute of eleven guns The appointment of Political 
Agent of Jlialawar, which hitheito foimcd a separite chaige, has now been 
abolished, and the new State will henceforth be under the Political chaigc of 
the Political Agent, Kotah 

As sepaiately lepoited, His Highness Miharaja Ganga Singh of Bikaner 
was, under oiders fiom Government, Invested with ruling poweis in Hecemhei 
1&9S, In the same month the Insignia of a Knight Grand Commander of the 
Most Eminent Older of the Indian Empiie were delivered to His Highness the 
Maharaja of Karauli m full Darbai at his Capital 

His Highness the Maharaj Eana Kihal Singh of Dholpui and Mahaiaj 
Dhiiaj Sir Pratap Singh of Jodlipur w'ere appointed by Hei Majesty the Queen- 
Empiess Companions of the Most Uonourahle Older of the Bath in recognition 
of their sei vices durine the operations that were undertaken against the tubes 
on the Noith-IVest Erontier of India duiing the year 1897 

The only son and heir-npparcnt of the Mahaiao Baja of Bundi died on the 
5 th Maich 1899 

The mother of the joung klahaiawal of Dungaipur died on the 11th 
August 1898 

The Province was fortunately free from indigenous plague throughout tlio 
year, excepting the five cases w hich occurred in Sirohi in April 1898, and which 
were a legacy from the previous year 

The short rainfall was responsible for failure of crops in paries of the 
Jodhpur, Bikanor, and Jaisalmei States and the District of Mernara. But tl o 
hai vests in other parts of the Piovince were good, and the rapidly extending 
railways kept gram piiccs conspicuously low. 
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SEASONS AND CHOrS 


Tee statement beneath shows the rainfall during the year 1848-99 — 


SMement thowtttg the rainfall ttt Native States during the year 1S9S-99 
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The average fall for tlie whole province was 19 2 inches as compared with 
25 94 inches in the preceding year The rainfall was deficient in parts of 
Ea]putana and in consequence the crops suffered in some places, but distress 
was not seveie, and the people in the worst tracts protected themselves and 
their cattle as usual by temporary emigration 

In Mewar the rainfall during the year only measuied 13 79 inches as 
compaied uith 24 6 inches in the previous year, and an aveiage yearly fall of 
25 inches However, though deficient, the rainfall was timely, and, if fodder 
he excepted, the hhaiif ciop may be said to have scarcely suffered It was, 
indeed, m some parts slightly above the average But the labi ciop, which no 
winter rains came to corapensate for the partial failure of the monsoon, gave 
less than the normal outturn 


In Banswaia, Paitahgfiih, Dungaipur and Kushalgarh the rainfall regis- 
tered was 34 47, 31 32, 17 78 and 45 19 inches respectively, against 36 20, 
28 42, 21) 89 and 23 98 during the pieceding jear Both the kharif and rahi 
Cl ops were good in Banswara, Partahgaib and Kushalgarh In Dungarpur the 
rahi crop nas below the average 

In Marnar the monsoon rams failed senously and scanty crops caused a 
ceitain amount of distress m paits of the State Test relief woiLs were opened, 
hutup to the end of the year the number of persons employed Ind at no time 
exceeded 1,000 Notwithstanding the unfavourable season, the abundant 
h irvests realized in other parts of India and the facilities for import afforded 
by the railway extensions preiented any maiked rise in the price of food-grains, 
which remained at a normal level throughout the year The want of pasture 
and fodder occasioned most hardship, and some 4,000 people emigrated with 
their cattle to Sind, Malwa, and Guzorat 

In Jnisalmer, too, the rainfall was very deficient, but owing to last yeai’s 
plentiful harvest and the large imports of grain leceived from Sind there was 
no appreciable rise in the price of food-grams As in llarwar, the cattle were 
the principal sufferers from the drought, and laige numbers liave been sent 
away from the State in search of gra^s and water 

In Sirolii the khnrif crop was a comparative failure, but the rahi crop pro- 
mised a fairli successful outturn. 
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In the State of Jaipur the rainfall vras some five inches below the average, 
hut fortunately the ram came seasonably and the Lhaiif harvest was not 
unsuccessful. The rabi harvest, however, in most parts of the State uas 
expected to he much below the average Ifinal reports are awaited 

In Kishangarh the rainfall registered was only 8 32 inches compared with 
19 04 inches in the preceding year Both the khaiif and the rahi crops suffered 
from want of ram. Fodder is very scarce, and the State reserves have been 
opened for grazing 

In the States of Bharatpur, Dholpurand Karauh the kharif crop was good, 
hut the rnhi crop suffered from the absence of winter rams. 

In Bundi the rainfall registered uas 17 61 inches against 20 45 inches in 
1807-98 The Lhaiif crop ‘suflered from the insufficiency and unsensonahleness 
of the rainfall, but the shouers that fell in the winter had raised hopes of a 
favouiahle rahi harvest 

The rainfall in those districts of Tonk which are situated in Bajputana 
was deficient, and the area under cultivation was consequently someu hat re- 
stneted, hut, oning to the facility with which gram can now he imported, no 
serious distress was felt In the Parganas situated in Central India, the rain- 
fall was plentiful 

In Shahpura both the rahi and kharif crops suffered severely fiom the 
early cessation of the rams 

The rainfall in Alwar was 16 41 inches against 32 63 inches in the pievious 
year A considerable addition was made during the yeai to the aiea under 
cultivation, but the failure of the monsoon resulted in a disappointing kharif 
harvest The wheat and barley crops weie fairly good, hut gram suffered from 
the want of winter show'eis 

In K.otah the rainfall was again below the at erage, and in consequence the 
crops, especially rice and opium, suffeied some damage The khanf crop was, 
however, estimated to have given an outturn of from 8 to 12 annas in the rupee, 
and the rahi was expected to yield a 12-anna harvest The State was able to 
export large quantities of grain to those paits of Bajputana which had suffered 
more seveiely fiom the drought, and a considerable amount of gram was 
earned by the new Guna-Baran Bailway whichjwas only opened to traffic on the 
16th May 1899 

In Jhalawar the khanf was good, and the outturn from the rahi crop was 
fairly up to the average 

The rainfall in Bikaner was very deficient, being 6'11 inches against 
16'24 inches in the pieceding year and an average of 11 inches for the previous 
three years The outturn of the kharif crop was considerably below the average, 
and the rahi harvest was expected to he a poor one Scarcity of fodder and 
grass prevails in almost all parts of the State at the present moment, June 3rd 
The Panjah Ghaggar Irrigation scheme IS still in its infancy. But hopes are 
entertained that the hordei tracts of Northern Bikaner may eventually benefit 
largely when the irrigation channels are extended. 

NATIVE STATES , 

Mewar — His Highness the Maharana continued his system of .personal 
administration of the State throughout the year With the object more parti- 
cularly of assisting His Highness in the conduct of business relations with 
Government, the services of Kumar Shri Haihhamji of the Bcrar Commission 
(late Dew an of Bharatpur) have been lent to the Darhar ^Tlie administration 
of criminal and civil justice in the State is still defective, hut it is satisfactory 
to note that the number of dakaitis committed during the y^ear under review ^ 
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IS Iti'is than one half of tlic total reached in 1897. There is, hoaeier, still much 
room for irapiorement in theadniimstiationof the State Police Estimates for 
enlarging the existing j til building have been framed, and the ivoilc n ill, it is 
hoped, be put in hand during the cimentyear 1899 1900 The extension ol 
the Chitor-Udnipur Eailiray horn Debaii to the Capital, alluded to in the last 
yeai’s report, has made good progress during the jear undei levieu’, and should 
he completed by the end of June 1899 

His Ilighness the Jlahaiana was dangerously ill in the month of Novem- 
ber 1898, but, thanks to tlie assiduous caie of his medical advisers and his 
own excellent constitution and rigorously abstemious life, he has since com- 
pletely regained health and strength 

Dtiiigarpiir — The State of Dungaipur, which had previously formed a 
poition of the chaige of the Political Supeiintendent, Hilly Iiacts, Mewar, 
Was added during the year to the charge of the Assistant Resident, Mewar, 
forineilv designated Assistant Political Agent, Eanswaia and Partab'>'aih 
Dunng the minonfi of the Chief the administration of the State is being con- 
ducted by the Kamdar and a Council of four membeis, under the supervision 
of the Assistant Resident Eveiy effort is being made to utilize to the best 
advantage the rears which uill elapse befoie the young Chief attains his 
mnjoiity in tlieyear 190i 

Baimoara — Mehta Lai Singh continued to direct the administration of 
the State under the designation of Kamdar The Chief is a very old man He 
has occupied the gaddi for 56 years 

JPaitabgaih — Mr Pi amjea Bhikaji resigned the post of Kamdar during 
the yeai and was succeeded by Thakui Raghubai Smgb, foimerly a member of 
the State Council in Bikaner Proposals to substitute British cuirency foi the 
Salim Sahi rupee in this State among otheis aie under consideration. A sum 
of R37, 934.-16-3 was paid towaids the liquidation of the State debt, which at 
the end of the year under leview had been leduced to El, 84 j, 726-11-6 

Mai tear . — Mahaiaj Kishoi Singh, uncle of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Jodhpur and Commandei-in-Ghief of the Poices in Marwar, died in August 
1898 His son, Maharaj Arjun Singh, has been appointed in his place 

The normal income of the State foi the year amounted to 5.51,49,610, and 
the normal expenditure to El9,61,770 A sum of R26,50,000 was horiowed by 
the Darhai from the Mysoie State on favourable termq to meet tlie expendi- 
ture on the consti action of the Jodhpur Section of the Balotra-Shadipalli Rail- 
way, on which the outlay during the year amounted to S22,67,067 The total 
expendituia on Railway consti uction dunng the year amounted to R33, 49,482 
Sanction to open the fiist 60 miles (Balotia to Barmer) of the Balotra-Shadipalli 
lino IS expected shortly, and the whole Marwar section of tbe line will, it is 
hoped, bo open for traffic in Apnl 1900. This scheme is of the first impoitance, 
forming as it does a link of the great project, now approaching completion, of 
carijing the Guna-Baran Railway to Marwar Junction on the Rajputana- 
Malwa sjstem, and thus placing Central India and the fertile tracts of Eastern 
Rajputana in direct communication with the sea at Karachi. Surveys have 
been made of the country lying between the present terminus at Baran and the 
Rajputana-Malwa Railway, and a favourable line has been mapped out The 
reports of the survey parties are now being prepared. The net profits on the 
open Jodhpur Railway amounted to 10 37 per cent, on the capital cost agamst 
10 50 per cent in the previous year. 

Stfoht — His Highness the Jilaharao continues to manage the affairs of his 
State with tbo assistance of a Hewan. Mr Milapchand was re-appointed 
Dew an for the third time The outbreak of plague referred to in last year s 
report practically ceased before the commencement of the year under review. 
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A few cases indeed occurred in April, but the disease uas stamped out by the 
end of the month 

Jaimlmet — During the minority of the Chief the administration of this 
State continues to be conducted bv the excellent Dewan, Eao Bahadur Jag 
Jiwan, and a Council, under the supei vision of the Resident of the TTestern 
Rajpulaua States A further reduction was made during tlic jeai in the debt 
due to the Jabalpui Seths, which now stands at the comparatively small '^iim 
of E82,336 

Jaipui — The administration of this State is unchanged. The financial 
condition is satisfactoiv, e\cept in regard to the cuiiencv There is little 
doubt that, weie the accumulated local rupees placed on the market, the 
exchange would be very unfavouiablc to the Daibai, whose ittention, as in 
other States, is seiiously directed to this most impoitant siihiect The receipts 
and expendituie for the past five jeais aie repoited as follows —

Hharatpiu — Kumar Sri Haibhamp Ranaji, Dewan of Bhaiatpui, was 
transfer! ed to XTdaipur in Octohei 1898, since when the administration of 
the State has been earned on bv a Council uiulei the guul.inco of the Political 
Agent Tlie forces of the State hu’e been consideiahly ledpced during 
the year under loview TIio two regiments of Stite Cavalry were amal- 
gamated into one, the foui regiments of Infantn were i educed to two, and 
othei'’teticncliments wcie elTected A scheme pibvKimg foi tlie substitution 
of a Mule Tianspoit Coips foi the Inipeiial Senice Lancers has lately been 
sanctioned by the Goveinmcnt of India The new Victoru Hospital foi the 
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Ojtjj wliicli lias been under construction for the ])ast three years, was practx* 
caliy completed and tlironn open for the use of the public dunng the j ear 

under renew The mensuies taken for the contiol of wild cattle contimio to 
meet with oousulerahle success His Highest the Mahara3a takes ver\ close 
personal interest m this important branch of the administration The appoint- 
ment of an Agency Surgeon foi tlie liastcin Eajputana States Asency has been 
sanctioned h\ the Goveinment of India with eflect from 1st Apiil 1899 The 
survey and ,ettleinent of the foui Noi thorn lahsils of the State, namely, Dig, 
Kama, Pahari, and Gopalgaih, weie completed during tlie year under theveiy 
able supei vision of i O’Dw yer, whose lepoi t on the piogress of the operations 
has been submitted separately to the Goiernuient of India * 

Dholpvr — Iheie is notiung of special moment to lecoid of Dholpiu The 
State finances lectned special attention, ano arrangements are being conceited 
for placin" the Public lYorks Department operations on a laigpi and more 
systematic basis 

Biindi —The only son of His Highness the Mahaiao llaja died on the 5th 
March 1699 No change occunod in the foim of the administration, winch is 
conduced mainly by the Piime Ministei Bohra Meghban Two dakaitis, in 
which property valued at Ha, GOO was stolen, weie leporled dunng the year and 
the offendeis weie anosted More attention might with advantage he devoted 
to the Public Woiks of the State, winch is very hackwaid in this inspect -The 
pi ejected lailw av fiom Baran westwards willpiohahly pass close to the Cipital, 
and should do much to doyelope the lesouices of this most intciesting old 
woild Stite 

Tonh — The administiation of tins State was conducted as before by His 
Highness the Nawah with the assistance of his Pnme Miinstei Sahibzada 
Muhammad Oheidullah Khan, 0 S I The revision of the lind levenue settle- 
ment of the whole conntiy was piactically completed during the j ear under 
review A separ ite leport on this subject has been submitted to Goieinmeut.

The financial position of the State is not satisfactoiy endeavours are 
being made to iiici ease the leveuue and cuitail the expendituie The policy 
of the Daihai is short-sighted and selfish, but it is hoped that the advent of 
the lailway and the appointment of a tiaincd Revenue Officei may have 
beneficial lesults The State debt on the 1st September 1898 stood at 
Rl,01,635 m addition to the loan of R17,00,000 honowed fiom the Gualior 
Dai bar foi the consti notion of the Tonic Section of the Guua-Baran Railway.

Ahcar — ^Tho administration is earned on by a Council under the guidance 
of the Political Agent The order of a Companion of the Indian Empire was 
coiifeircd upon Rao Bahadur Tliakur Mangal Singh, senior member of the 
-Oouncil, foi SOI vices rendeied to the State A full report, compiled by

Out of a total extraoulmaiy expenditure of R4 j, 0S,!!61, 
a sum of no less than R3,73 464- was paid towaids the constiuctioii of this 
lailway the total outlay upon 11111011 up to the end of Maich 1899 amounts 
to the huge sum of R1 1,10,401 The line was opened fm goods ti.Tffic fiom 1st 
March 1899, and will, it is hoped, admit passengers shoith Tlioro have alriadj 
been laigc expoits of gram fiom Baran by the construction tiains on tins line, 
w'hicii will assuiedly do much to develope a rich and well- wateicd tract of 
giain countiy, hitherto ill-pionded with communications 

Jhalajoar — Tlie jear was niaiked by the restoiation to Kotah of a poilion 
of the Jhalawai teiritory, and the installation of E i] Rana Bhowani Singh as 
the Chief of the new ly-foimed State of Jhalawar. The transfer was earned 
into effect from 1st Januarj 1890, and the aiiangenients w ere completed b\ 
the installation of tho new Chief on the 6th Eehiuary 1899, on whioh date the 
Political Agent lelinquished the management of the State Tho financial 
position IS good 

Btlann — The chief event of the j ear was the investiture of His Highness 
the Mahaiaja with govcinmg powers in December 1898 Tho administration 
of the State is now earned on by His Highness the Maharaja with the aid of a 
Council His Highness exhibits a keen inteiest in the management of alTairs 
The financial condition of the State is good The noimal revenue of the year 
amounted to E21, 44, 410-3-11, and the normal cxpenditmo to B18,39,418- 
13-S. The abnormal charges,''which amounted to R8, 76, 982-15-2, include the 
sum of S4, 96, 240-5-8 paid for Railway construction and S2,74, 807-0-9 for the 
Ghaggar Canals 

The Bikaner-Dulmeia Section of the Bikanii-Bhatinda Railway, which will 
connect the Capital with Panjab tiading centres, was opened for traffio during 
the year , the remaining portion of the line in Bikaner territory will probably 
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be leady for tiaffic by tlic end of March 1900 The constrnchon of the Gigasax- 
Talana lino is in progress, it mil connect the Palana Collieiy with the Jodh- 
pur-Bibanci Ilaihvay. 

I’lio net profits on the open lailxray amounted to ES9,619-3-l against 
E69,37‘ii 0-9 in the previous yeai Twenty-four thousand four bundled and 
seventj-nve bighas of land weremigated duiing tlie yeai fiom tlie Ghaggai 
Canals. The 'work on the Palana Colheiy is m progress The coal output 
has now reached 600 tons per month The coal is being tiled on the Jodhpui 
Bikaner Eaihvay and in some woikshops and mills in Ra 3 putana, and is likelj 
to be eventually a source of pi ofit to the State, though so far it does not give 
good icsults foi locomotive engines

Lieutenant J C D Pinney, of the Centnl India Iloise, continued the 
settlement of internal boundaiv disputes in Mewai He disposed of 63 
cases, representing tlie demarcation of 72 miles of boundary , 41 of these 
cases weie adjusted by mutual agieement and arbitration The total numbei 
of cases still lequinng settlement is lepoited to he no less than 640 

Mr A B deLaessoe, C M G , C I.E , who was specially deputed to settle 
boundaiy disputes between the States of Mewar and Indoie, disposed of seven 
out of the nine cases foi decision 

Ml Lvon, Assistant Commissioner, Nortliein India Salt Kevenue at 
Samhhar, settled one boundary dispute between the the States of Marwar and 
Kishangaih 

Colonel P W Peicy Smith, Commandant, Errapma Inegulai Porce, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel E fit Penrose, Malwa Bliil Coips, met in camp 
duiing the wintei to point out the line of boundaiy between Sirohi and 
Jura (in Mewai) winch w'as deteiiuined bj them in 1894-95 Peimanent 
pillais have been elected on the line of border, but the Kao of Juia, 
whose Bhil subjects are uncivilized and uncompiomising, has again submitted 
an appeal against the decision of the Boundary Settlement Officers The 
decision mvoh'es the tiansfer of land of no paiticulai value or impoitance, but 
border feeling luns high. 


EDOCAriON 

Ihe lepoit of the Principal on the Mayo College shows steady progress 
A copy of it, and also of the examination repoit issued by Mr Thompson, 
Piincipal of tlie Agia College, will be found among the appendices to this 
report The numbei of hoys in the College w'as 63 as m the previous 
yeai, 14 out of the 18 States being lepicsented Continued impiovoment 
is observed in the Jaipui State in mntteis of education Application has 
been made for tlie affiliation of the Maharaja’s College at Jaipur to the 
Allahabad University 

In IMcwai thcie wcie 37 educational institutions, and the number of 
pupils was 3,285 against 3,040 in the pievious year The expenditure 
amounted to 1122,016-9-3 Pour students from the Maliarana’s High School 
passed the Entrance Examination of the Allahabad University and two 
passed the Middle Class Examination There has been no* improvement lu 
the matter of education in Banswarn, Partabgarh, Dungarpur and Kushal- 
garli, but the Dungarpur administration has passed into the hands of Govern- 
ment during a long minority, and the opportunity thus afforded will not 
be neglected. 
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The Jan'R-nnt Collofre at Jodhpnr Tras fairly successfuL Out of five 
students sent up for the B A Examination of the Allahabad Unueisity, three 
passed , fivo out of six pacsed in the Intel mediate Esamin ition, five out of sis m 
the Entrance Examination, and thice out of eight passed in the Anglo-Veinacular 
Middle Class Examination A Gymnastic Instructor w is appointed at the High 
School in Jodhpui An Anglo- Veinacular School was opened at Balotra on 
the new railway 

The Nollies’ School opened last year at Bundi « as attended hy S3 hoys, 
and the High S'chool by 166 students 

There was no change in tlie Educatioml Eepartment at ’Ionic Consi- 
derable attention is being paid to education in the Slialipuia Chiefship A 
hoarding-house has lately been built at tlie Cipital iii oidei to proiide 
accommodation for the children of lagiidars, and scholarships have been estab- 
lished to encourage ediuation 

Theie aie 94 schools foi hoys and 14 for gnls in the Alwar State 
The chaiges for education amounted to B43,748 against H44,8()l in the 
pievious ytai Eight out of tnehe candidates jmssed the Entrance Examina- 
tion, while 16 out of 22 boys passed the Middle Class Examination One boy 
satisfied the test for Munsliis piesciihed by the Panjah University 

’ilie number of schools in the Bhatatpur and Eholpui Slates lemamed the 
same as in the pieiious yeai, viz, 89 and 6, lespectirely, the latter figuie 
lieing discreditably Ion 

The aieiage attendance at the Karauli Mahaiaja’s School at his Capital 
was 219 against 198 in 1897-98 

The iiumbei of educational institutions m Kofah was inei cased by 32, 
chiefly in consequence of the icstoiation of the Jhalanai Paiganas to 
Kotah, and the number of pupils lose fiom 3,490 to 3,967 Of the eight 
candidates fioin the Kotnii High School, tlnee passed the Entiaiico Examina- 
tion, and of the 13 boys sent up foi the Middle Class Examination ton were 
successful Eiom the Nobles’ School one boy sent up foi the Entiance Exami- 
nation nas successful, and four out of eight passed the Middle Class Examina- 
tion Two Gymnastic Instiuctois have been entertained foi the boys of the 
Nobles’ School 11 is Highness the Maharao takes a keen inteiest in this 
branch of the State Administration He lu fends to move the High School 
to a much supeiior site, where the hoys will have a largo plaj -ground He 
lb building a handsome and spacious house for the Nobles’ Scbool'in the 
beautiful gaidens under the laige tank 

Owing to the tiansfer of extensive tracts of tenitoiy from Jhalawar 
to Kotah, the number of boys attending the schools in the formei State 
fell from 964 in 1897-98 to 413 The number of pupils- m tlio Chaoui 
Girls’ School was 19 

Eiom the Daihar High School at Bikaner live boys were sent tip for the 
Middle Class Examination of the Allahabad University, and all weie successful 
Three hoys from the Nobles’ School appealed foi the Middle and Lower 
Jliddle Examinations, and all passed The number of pupils attending the 
Uistiict schools lose fiom 1,040 in the previous joai to 1,374 A school 
for girls, called the Lady Elgin’s Girls’ School, was opened during the x ear , 
180 pupils were on its lolls at the end of the yeai Many of the boys are 
now proficient ip gymnastic exeicises and in swimming 

The annual tournament at Ajmer continues to attract increasing interest 
It was held this year in the month of January No less than twenty schools 
sent athletes, seven States being represented. 'Ihe Government College, 
Ajmer, won the Football and Tug-of-war cups, and the Alwar School the 
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Criclcct cup. The remaining prizes -were fairly distiihuted, the lion’s share, 
honever, falling to the hoys of the Maharaja’s College, Jaipur 

SAKITATIOK, TrCCIK^ATIOK. DISPENSARIES AND JAILS 
’ Vital SI at-t sties — Systematic registration of births and deaths has been 

attempted in 18 states, Bundi being added to those of the pierious year. 
The letuins show some improvement on their predecessois, but they are still 
veiy defective Endeavouis aie being made to obtain more accuiate figuies 

Sanitation — Sanitation is making steady piogress in many of the pnnoi- 
pal States, paiticularly in large Capitals New schemes of water-supply have 
been started in Jodhpui, Kotali, and elsewheie, and an impioved system of 
conserrancy is being introduced in most of the principal cities Village sanita- 
tion lecened spasmodic attention in some of the advanced States undsi the 
adiice of the Medical Officeis 

Vaccination — The advance of vaccination is steady The number of 
primary vaccinations performed rose fiom 296,933 in 1897-98 to 334, 374, m 
1898-99 Of these 90 27 pei cent neie claimed as successful against 98 56 
in the previous yeai The expenditure on vaccination amounted to £131,716- 
1-9 against R32, 338-12 6 in 1897-98 The cost of each opeiation fell fiom 21 
to 18 pies 

Dispensaries — Theie aie now 139 hospitals and dispensaiies mKajputana 
against 130 in the previous yeai 14,374 in-dooi and 922,915 out-dooi patients 
weie treated against 16,025 and 948,088, respectively, in 1897-98 The 
deciease in the number of out dooi patients is attiibuted to the compaiative 
healthiness of the season The new hospital at Churn in Bikaner was opened 
in October 1898, and an Assistant Suigeon has been placed in charge of it 
The mam block of the General Hospital at Bharatpui has been c ompleted. A 
new dispensarv has been opened at Sheigarh by the Jodhpui B.uhai Many 
of the out dispensaries have been lebuilt and improved dm mg the year. 

The only six cases of choleia which weieieportcd duungthe yeai occurred 
m Bhaiatpui All proved fatal 

No case of bubonic plague was impoited into Kajputana duiing the 1st 
half of the year, hut duimg the lattei months 16 cases of plague, real or 
suspected, ueie discoveied, ot winch 14 proved fatal All possible jnecautions 
weie adopted to pi event the spiead of the disease It is believed that, except 
those alreaay leleiied to lu Siiohi, not a single indigenous case oecurred 

Bive hundred and ninety deaths fiom small-pox were lepoitod against 
817 m the previous year. The steady piogiess made in vaccination has had 
the effect of mitigating this disease 

The numbei of suigical operations peifoimed lose from 58,511 m 1697 to 
61,470 m 1898 with a moitality of only 07 as m the previous yeai The 
expcnditmeon medical institutions fell fiom R3,12, 828 m 1897 to E2, 8 1,128 in 
1898 The deeiease was due to leduted outlay on new buildings and lepaiis, 

Vcmalc hospitals continue to make piogiess, but this novel depai tnre can- 
not be expected to poiiulaiize itself lapidly in a province like Rajputaua 

Jails — Returns were received fiom 20 jails m Native States The daily 
average nitmhei of prisoners fell fiom 4,019 m 3897 to 4,679 m 189S The 
daily aveiage of sick pei sons fell fiom 121 m 3897 to 112 in JS98, and the 
nveiaac death lato fiom 21 to 19 pei millo 

The jails in 11 i^piitiiia arc ra])idl> iinpioving veai by yeai under "iteady 
pressure iiij the inevitable ndv mco of civihz ition Some of them are admii- 
able both m dc'-ign and management A new jail has been huiJl and opened 
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on an excellent site at Tvislmngarh. Despite improvement, tin re is still over- 
crowding of prisoners in some 3 ails, while otliOTs need much reform m regaid 
to drainage and construction before they can ho accepted as satisfying modern 
demands 


POBLIC noRKS 

The expenditure on Public "Woiks in Kajputana, Impeinl and contnbu- 
tional but excluding outlay on inigation works in the distncts of Ajmere- 
Mernara, which are reviewed in a separate report, amounted to R3,93,162 

The total outlay on Public Works m the Native Stitos amounted to 
1176,bl,603, exclusive of the expenditure on railway constiuction in the 
btates of Alewar, Jaipur, Kotah, Tonk, and Bikaner 

Ot the above amount, Rio, 19, 083 was expended bv the Maiwar Daihar 
chieflv on the JIarwar Section of the Shadipalli-Balotia metic gauge line which 
now appioaches completion It la hoped that the line will he opened for 
traffic m April 1900, and that tlie whole line will he completed in the follow- 
ing August Tlic section of 60 miles fiom Balotra to Balmei hasaheady been 
opened for traffic. 

The broad-gauge line from Guna to Baian passing through Kotah and Tonk 
teiiitoins was opened for traffic fiom the 15th May 3899 The proposed 
extension of this line from Baran to Kotah has been defciied pending investi- 
gation of the stheme foi the through communication to connect with the 
Jodhpui Bui way si stem and Karachi Seaport. 

The Bikaner to Kliaii section (4167 miles) of the Bikancr-Bhatinda 
Bailwav (meti e-gauge) is now open for traffic The lino from Bikaner 
noitliwaids Khan to Lunkaiansar and Suratgarh is m progiess When 
completed, it will place the deseit areas of Bikaner and Jodhpur in close con- 
nection with the iich distucts of the Panjab, and this link, added to the pro- 
jected lailway fiom the fertile tracts of Kotah and Eastern Rajputana extend- 
ing fiom the present tei minus at Baran to Marwar Junction on the R ijputana- 
hlalwa Railway will relieve the local administration of much anxiety m regard 
to the compaiatively waterless countiies on the west of the pioiincc where the 
rainfall is alwajs scanty The Gi<rasai-Palana metre-gauge branch Imo, 
which will connect the new Palana Collieiy in Jtikanei with the main line, is 
in progress 

'ihe extension of the Chitoi -Udaipur Railway line fiom Dohan to Udaipur 
(metie gauge) is now complete, and will probably bo open for tiaffic m July 
1899 Tbc new terminus is within two miles of the Capit il of the State 

The woik on the metre-gauge line between Saninner on the Eajputana- 
Malwa Railway and Siwai-Madbopur in the Jaipur State is in progiess The 
earthwork and masonry budges on the Orst 40 miles of this line aie completed 
Work on the second section is in hand Among tTie new lines under considera- 
tion the most important are a line fiom Nagda to Baran and thence through 
Bhaiatpui to Muttra, a line to connect Rewari with Phalera Junction, and a 
short line to link Tonk, the Capital of the State of that name, cither with the 
Jaipur Chamhal Railway on the north or preferably with the contemplated 
line fiom Baian to Marwar Junction on the south. 

A considerable ad\ ance has been made m iriigation works, especially m 
.Jaipur on the Ramgarh pioject and m Bharatpur on the Baieta Bund system, 
the Oochcin Canals and the Sikri Canals 

Altogether, tlio year lias been one of unusual activity and progress in all 
branches of the Public Works Department, which lias been ably and success- 
fully admmisteied by the Superintending Engineer, Mr. D. Joscelj ne, C E.

and 161,251 parcels were delivered during the year, showing an increase of 
529,495 letters and 3,233 paicels over the returns of the previous yeai The 
amount of money orders issued and that of money oiders paid was B76,98,008 
and E70,46,600, respectively, showing an increase of RS6,234 and R7,38,834 
over the figuies of 1897*98 The sale of quinine at the post offices was conti- 
nued The telegraph was extended to four post offices lu Rajputana, org., at 
Dig and Kiimher in Bharatpui, and Jhun 3 hnu and Mandawa m Jaipur. The 
general advance and success of the operations of the year weie mainly due, as ' 
in 1897-98, to the exertions of the Deputy Postmaster-General, Mr G Barton 
Groves, who has spared no effort to ensure good results

1 have the honour to submit the Administration Report of tho Mewar 
Residency for the year 1898-99, togethoi with the lepoits of tho OfUceis m 
local political charge of the Banswaia, Partabgarh, and Dungarpur States and 
the Hilly Tracts, Mewar 

2 I held chaige of tho Residency thionghout tho rear 

3 His Highness the Mahnrana, except for occasional shooting trips to 
Kuinalgaih, Ghitoigarh, andNahaimugia has not been away fiom his Capital 
In Novembei last, nhile absent on one of these shooting tups, ho caught fever 
and remained confined to his bed for thiee weeks His condition botneon 18th 
and 26th November was very serious and caused grave anxiety Lieutenant- 
Colond Pank, Residency Surgeon, Jaipui, was,, at the Mahai ana’s special 
request, summoned to attend him during the critical peiiod of Ins illness 
Major Shoie, Residency Surgeon, and Dr Shepherd, M D , neie also m atten- 
dance It IS due to their skilful treatment and continuous attention that TTni 
Highness is now completely lestoied to healtli 

NOTABLE EVENTS 

4) Theio weie no events of any importance during the year excepting the 
serious illne'iB of His Highness the Mahaiana in November 189S 

6 Mr Martindale, the Agent to tho Goveinor-Goneial, Rajputana, visited 
TJdaipur m July 1898, and again in AFaroh 1899, in the couise of his cold 
■neathci tour. 

SEASON AND CROPS 

6 The south-west monsoon rainfall during tho year was very deficient in 
paits of Mewai, measuring only 18 79 at TJdaipur compared uith the 
average of 25 inches It, lion ever, fell seasonably, and, excepting as regards 
fodder, the kharif crops were not affected prejudicially, tlie outturn fiom which 
m some parts was slightly in excess of the aveiage About -1 an inch of rain 
foil in the beginning of December , this, with the short south-west monsoon 
rainfall, was not sufficient lor the rahi props, which are expected to be con- 
siderably below the aveiage.

PTJBMC HEALTH 

8 The Eesulency Surgeon reports that 1,74.5 deaths were recorded in the 
Udaipur City during the Teai, giving a death-rate of ’tS 02 per thousand 
Of tnc total number of deaths, 1,333 deaths u ere alone due to feveis, 4 todjsen- 
trj, G to snakc-bite, 81 to small-pox, 33 to diarrhoea, and 2S4 to othei causes 
The number of births was 1,281, being a ratio of 27 91 pei tbousind It is 
probable, is the Eosidency Surgeon remarks, that the figures for biiths being 
unreliable the numbers are larger than stated 

9 The sanitation of the city certainly leaves much to be desired, but it is 
the host that can be provided under present arrangements 

10 The dunking ivater of the city is obtained from the Pichola Lake 
and from Maohes m its vicinity The quality of the water is bad, as is evi- 
denced from the numerous cases of guinea-worm which occur. It IS much to 
be regretted that tlie Darbar has taken no fuither steps in the matter of pio- 
iiding good drinking uater supply from the Ban Lake Owing to the scanty 
rainfall there has been no oveiflow from the Pichola Lake to cai i y olf the 
surface water and lefme , tins, it IS feared, as has been the case in pievious 
yeais, will be a fruitful source of much sickness 

HOSPITALS AND DISPENSARIES 

11 One new dispensary was opened on the 1st July 1898 at the Ueban 
Bailway station for the use of the Railway employds and for the coolies en- 
gaged on the extension of the line to Udaipur, while no existing disjiensaiies 
were closed duiing the year. 

12 The Lansdowne Hospital and the dispensaries at Nathdu-nra, Satan, 
Rasbmi, Kapasan, Chota Sadu, Chitor, Bhilwaia, Jeharpur, Mandalgarh, 
Debaii, Saiaia, Bansuaia, Paitabgarh, and Dungarpur, were inspected duiing 
the year, and excepting that at some of the dispensaries the amount of work 
done IS not as much as it might have been, they show a satisfaetoiy lesult In 
the Waltei Hospital 2,8b0 women and children wore treated duiing the year 
against 3,198 in 1897, shewing a decieaso of 638 The deciease m number may, 
as m the case of the Lansdowne Hospital, be due to a moie healthy yeai The 
sei vices of a female hospital assistant weie entertained in May, which has 
piovided a much requiied help to the Lady Doctor 

13 The site for a small Lunatic Asylum, promised by His Highness the 
Mahaiana on the occasion of the celebiation of the Diamond Jubilee, has now 
been selected, and the building, it is hoped, mil soon be commenced 

14. The precautionaiy measuies taken foi the exclusion of the Bubonic 
Plague have been so far succcsstul that there has been not a single case 
during the year 

JAIL 

16 The .Tail buildings are in good order The daily average stiength of 
prisoners was 459 21, being 101 21 in excess of the number for which there is 
accommodation The proposed extension of the Jail building has not yet been 
commenced, but estimates have been fiamed, and it is expected that the work 
will be Gained out duimg the current year. 

PUBLIC WORKS, 

IG The usual statement submitted by the Darbar of expenditure incurred 
on public w oiks in the Slate is attached. A more detailed statement was 
asked for , and as expenditure on the different works is not given, 1 am 
unable to otler any remarks beyond that, as irrigation works iii iMewai 
are most important and capable of Yielding good return, a deciease of 
expenditure under this head of 1124,071 seems bad economy, and that .i 
larger share of 1131,599 shewn as expended on roads might with advnntige 
have been gnen to loads carrying greater traffic, such as the Udaipnr-Debaia 
Boad The expenditure on buildings shows an increase of E45,759 The total 
expenditure of R 1,44,039, which IS exclusive of expenditure on the Railway, 
has been distributed under the supervision of Mr Williams, the State Engineer.-

19. These llguies speak for themselves, and "whatever may he the 
capabilities and diligence of the officials constituting these Courts, the increased 
number of pending case s at the end of the veai in the Civil and Appellate 
Courts and an appioximatclv similar number of cases pending in the Criminal 
Conit at the commencement and end of the year, seem to point to the necessity 
of strengthening the establishment of these Courts 

20 Twenty cases of dakaiti were reported during the year including three 
hnrepoi ted cases of 1897 as compared with 41 m 1897 The marked decrease 
m the numl er of cases npoitcd duiiug the year is piohably due to more care 
in discriminating between robbery and dakaiti. Arrests were made by tbe 
local police only in 2 cases out of the 20 reported, while they were not success- 
ful in recoveiing any portion of the stolen propel ty.

EXTERNAL BOUNDARIES 

30 Ml A B dcLiEssoe, 0 M G , O.I E , was deputed foi the settlement 
of the boundaiy disputes on the Mewar-Indore Border He assumed charge 
of ins duties on the 23td Novembei 1898, and has since been employed on 
the border Keaily all the disputes have now been decided, and the demar- 
cation of a part of the boundary by boundaiy pillars only remains to be 
carried out 

EDUCATION 

31 At the close of the vear there were five schools in the Capital and 
32 m the districts with an attendance of 960 pupils m f he foi mei and 2,336 
in the hfter The total expenditure during the year on education was 
R22,010-9-3 as compared with R2.i,G82 TJie aveiage cost of educating each 
student at the Capital was E11-7-G, while in the District Schools it amounted 
to only R5-12-0 Four students from the Maharana’s Scliool passed the 
Entranop Examination of the Allahabad Umiorsity and two passed the English

Starting 
from Udaipur on the oth Deoeiuher, I visited among other places Kapason, 
Bhiluara, llupaheh, Shahpurn, Asind, llednore, Deogarh, Amet and Knth- 
dwara, retuinmg to Udaipui on the Ibth JinuaiJ Aftei a halt at Udaipur 
of about a fortnight, I pioceeded to Paitahgaih ud Lassaiia and Dliariawad, 
where I pn sided ovei a Border Couit at whuh 25 oases pending between the 
States of Mowai, Partahgarh, and Bansuaia wcie disposed of xlt Paitahgaih 
I met the Agent to the Governoi Gcneial, Batputana, and accompanied him 
on Ins tour through the States of Banswara, Paitabgarh, and Dungarpur to 
Udaipur. 


DUNGARPUR 

31 This State, which was hitheito Under the Political control of the 
Political Superintendent, Hilly Tnets, Mewai, was transferred on the 2'lth 
August 1898 to the ehaige of the Political Agent, Banswara and Partabgaili, 
whose designation has since also been changed to that of Assistant Resident in 
Mewar, This change was found no( essaii owing to the incieased attention 
and supeivisiou which since the death of the late Chief on the 13th Pebruary 
1898 the btate required 

35 T'’e death of tho mother of the young Maharawal, known as the Chota 
Ma]i, occurred on the 11th August 18''8. 

36 M.iharawal Bijoy Singh joined the Mavo College at Ajmer on the 4th 
Septembei 1898, where from repoits received fiom the Principal of the College 
he IS making good progress 

37. Under the anangements sanctioned by the Government of India m 
July 1898, the administiation of tho State is conducted by the Kamdai Izat 
Rai and a Council consisting of four nieinbers and one Secretary, under tho 
immediate supervision of the Assistant Resident in Mewar This ariangemeut 
has so far worked satisfactorily 

PARTABGARH. 

38 lilr Pramji Bhikaji, who was appointed .Kamdarm September 1896, 
lesigned in December on account of advanced age and has been succeeded by 
Tiiakur Buguhhar Singh, foimorly Revenue Merahei of Council in Bikaner. 

39 His Highness the Maharawat continues to take an intelligent interest 
in the alTairs of his State 

40 The continued depreciation m the value of the Salim Sahi rupee, the 
local currency of Partahgarh, originated by excessive minting and increased by 
the recent action of the contiguous States m excluding the Salim Sahi rupee 
fiom then States, has compelled the Paitabgarh Darhar to seek relief in 
proposals to substitute the British India for the Salim Sahi lupee. The sub-

3 The monsoon rains were mnch below tho average in all the districts 
of the State, the crops auffered.consideiahlv and the glass failed everywhere 
except in Godwar The total rainfall registered at Jodhpur itself was only 
10 62 inches as compared with a 10 years’ average fall of 14 84 inches The 
districts uhich suHerod most from the short rainfall are Nagoro, Barmcr 
(Malani), Sheo and Shergarh, whore some distress now prevails Test relief 
works have been opened bv the Darbnr, but the number of persons employed 
on them does not at piesent exceed 1,000. 

Notwithstanding tho bad agricultural seasons the prices of food-grams arc 
Wheat, 13 Eecrs per rupee normal, as Will be seen from the market

The general health has been good throughout the year, which was free from 
epidemics, and thanks to the pi eeautionary measuies adopted by the Darhar 
and carried out under the supervision of the Residency Surgeon, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Adams, and his assistants, plague has not found its way into the State

Prom the above figures itwill be seen that the “ Extraodmary Expenditure ” 
has exceeded the “ Extraordmaiy Revenue” by S6, -15,085. This difference is

6. Although the number of Civil and Criminal cases instituted during the 
year fell below that of the pieeeding year, a greater number of cases was left 
ponding at the close of the year than was the case on the 31st March 1898 
The work of the Courts on the whole has not proved as satisfactory as in 
the past 

CRIJirNAIi TRIBES. 

7 The total number of members of the ciimmal tribes on the register at 
the close of the year 1898 was G,105 Eighteen thousand and fifty-three 
highas of land have been granted to them during the year, winch, added to 
the 154., 320 bighas they previously held, gives a total of 172,373 bighas now 
in their possession 

The system introduced last year of branding cattle belonging to members 
of cnmin il tribes has to a laige extent prevented these ammals from being 
Blolen and from being fraudulently sold by their owners 
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The criminal tubes are reported to ohu 22,893 cattle, of winch half have 
been branded It is satisfactory to note that, with the exception of one Sansi 
concerned in a case of highway robbery, no members of the criminal tribes were 
coniicted of dakaiti or highway lobbery 

In consequence of the scarcity of fodder, 162 persons emigrated to Malwa 
and other places n itli their cattle About 586 people have sought employ- 
ment on the State relief works 

CRIME AND POLICE 

8 Seventy- five highway robbeiies and nine dakaitis are reported, as 
against 57 highway robbenes and 15 dakaitis in the previous year The cases 
occuirrd chieflv in the Nagore and Jodnpur Paiganas The administration 
and worlving of the Police are faulty, and the necessity of effecting some radical 
improvement has been pressed on tlie notice of the Darbat 

In the case of the mail robbery which occurred in May 1898 between Asop 
and Barlu in Marwar, it was found that the postal runner was implicated, he 
was tiled by the Court of Vakils and sentenced to 18 months’ rigorous imprison- 
ment.

9 The Jail continues to be well managed under the supervision of the

BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT

in Kishangarh and the village of Nawa in Mai war was decided by Mr W. 
Lyon, Assistant Commissionoi, Northern India Salt Revenue, Sambhar, whose 
proceedings m the case were afterwards confirmed by the Agent to the Governor- 
General 

The Marwar and Jaisalmer Darbarshave agreed to send representatives to 
trv and settle amicably that portion of the Marwar-Jaisalmer boundary which 
still remains undemarcated. 

A petty case of boundary dispute between Udat of Marwar and Saran of 
Jaisalmir was settled by Panchayat 

LAND REVENUE

13 Pandit Gokuldas, Superintendent of Forests, reverted to Government 
service in the Panjah m Febiuary 1899, and Ins place has been filled by Lala 
Lachman Das, a Matwari, who was tramed in the Foiest School at Dehra 
Dun 

Forty squaie miles of Jagir Forest in the Siwana Pargana have been 
added to tbe foiesfs under State conservancy, and tbe area reserved for fuel and 
fodder has also been slightly increased 

Some 2,579 acres of forest were destroyed by forest fires, tbe worst of which 
originated in Mewar and spread across tbe Godwar border 

Forest lands were thrown open to grazing and grass-cutting earlier than

14 iAIr W Home was Manager of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Bail way 
throughoTit the year until the 22nd March 1899, when he proceeded on six 
months’ furlough to England Duiang his absence his Assistant, Mi R Todd, 
IS officiating foi him 

The percentage of net earnings on the capital cost of the railway was 10 37 
per cent , testifying to the excellent and economical charactei of the manage- 
ment The gross receipts, which are the largest yet recorded, weie swelfed 
by freight for permanent-way materials obtained for the Balotia-Shadipalb 
line under construction, and by a largo inward traffic in food-grams to Bikaner, 
Jodhpur and Balotra 

The expendituie mcuiTed during the year on the Mar war Section of the 
Balotra-Shadipalli Railway amounted to fi22,67,057 which, when added to the 
cost of relavmg the Balotia-Luni Section (E4,92,600), and the additional rolling 
stock for the present line (E5,99,926), raises the total expenditure on lailway 
construction to S33,d9,d82 To meet these heavy charges the Daibai obtained, 
with the sanction of the Go'i^ernment of India, a loan of E26| lakhs at 4s per 
cent interest from the Mysoie State, repayable m,10 years The actual outlay, 
which exceeds the sum boriowed by about 8 lakhs, was paid fiom the State 
Treasury, and the necessity of raising a loan of 40 lakhs, leferred to m paia- 
graph 16 of last yeai’s lepoit, was obviated 

Owing to the inability of the Darbar to provide the necessaiy funds until 
December 1398, the indents were delayed, and the mateiials for plate-laying the 
last 73 miles of the Balotia-Shadipalli line will not he leceived from England 
until about August next In the mean time the earthwork has been practically 
finished, stations and staff quarteis have nearly all been built, and a large 
portion of the ballast leqmred has been collecied 

It IS hoped that the entue Marwai Sectiomof the line will be ready for 
opening in Apnl 1900 

Plate laying on the fiist 60 miles of the line up to Balmer has been completed 
and w as inspected by the Consulting Engmeer to Government on the 9th 
March, and sanction to open this 60 miles is expected immediately. 

The expendituie on public works was hmited owing to the laige demand 
for funds foi the railway No new woiks of interest wero piojeoted or com- 
menced, and the outlay was mostly confined to the completion of works m 
progress 

The steam floui and corn-crushing mills, leferred to in paiagiaph 16 of 
the repoit for the previous year, have been erected and are giving satisfaction 
in spite of some opposition due to prejudice 

CUSTOMS 

15 The collections under this head have fallen fiom RIO, 98,000 last year 
to E10,71,221, which is attributable to smaller impoits of opium, glii, iice, and 
siher, and to smallei expoits of law hides, til seed, and cattle 

A remission of import duty was allowed on silver-manufactured articles

Two new post offices have boon opened, while one has been closed, and 
lettei -boxes have been placed m foui more villages

of Malani, and Lala Giani Pam the post of Hakim

JAIPUR 

SEASON 

2 The rainfall like that of the two piovious years was again below the 
normal, the total registered at Jaipur being 20 29 inches as compared with an 
average of 26*27 for the past 32 years In some districts it was considerably 
less, but as the 1898 monsoon was seasonable and fairly well distributed, the 
khanf outturn was generally good Owing, however, to an extremely scanty 
rainfall duiing the winter of 1898-99, the rabi harvest is expected to bo in 
most districts considerably below the average Wells and tanks are drying 
up, and fodder for cattle is scarce over laige tracts of country 

3 Theie were no events of any particular importance during the year 

ADMINISTRATION 

4 The Jaipur Council has lost by death the services of Babu Mobendro 
Nath Sen, an old and respected servant of the State, and has been streng- 
thened by the appointment ot Munslii Durga Pershad, a Deputy Collector 
from the Noith-Wost Provinces, who is in special charge of the now settle- 
ment, with which some progress lias been made So fai no friction has arisen, 
and it IS expected that the revenue will he laised by several lakhs, while at the 
same time its incidence will be more fairlv distributed 

5 The criminal statistics show all the imjirovement I anticipated in 
my last year’s leport Six dakaitis only are reported , in three of these 
the offenders have been arrested, while in addition two of last 3 ear’s dakaitis 
have been worked out during the last 12 months Highway robberies have 
fallen fiom 43 to 26, ^nd in 13 of these the ciiminals have been brought to 
justice, while a large number of notorious bad cbaracteis, some of them well 
knowm outside Jaipur, have been aiiested Oier 950 Minas are reported 
to have been settled down, and the Jaipur Police did specially good work 
in capturing, with nearly the whole of their loot, a gang who had returned to 
Shekbawati after a very heavy robbery in Berar These results aio bighl3' 
creditable to Tbakur Han Singbji, General Supeiiutendent of Gerai 

6 The general administration has been supervised and earned on suc- 
ce'^sfully by the Council and Uao Bahadur Kanti Ohunder Mukorji, its

7 Education continues to make satisfactory progiess m the State and 
other schools, and an application has been made to the Allahabad University

1 hare the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1898-99 

2 Mr A L P Tucher held charge of this Agency from 1st to 20th April 
1898, and Captain J Manners Smith, V 0 , 0 I £ , from then till September 
9th, from uhich date I took over charge 

3 It IS ivith much regret that I have to record the death on March 6tU 
of the only son of the Maliarao Raja of Bundi 

4 There is little u orthy of special notice to report in the administration 
of this Agency 'Ihe old fashioned State of Bundi continues to administer its 
own affaiis to its own satisfaction and to the general contentment of the 
people. Its piogress along the conventional lines of modern improvement is 
slow But I can safely repeat what many of my predecessors have reported 
before— that the people appear satisfied with then* Jot Whatever differences 
they may have among themselves, they do not allow them to ruffle their out- 
ward composuie 

5 In Tonk the administrative machine is newer It is satisfactory, how- 
ever, to he able to record that the general disposition of the Chief and people 
IS one of loyalty to Goveinmeot Both the Chief and his Ministers leadily 
accept the advice of the repiesentative of Government, and the people 
recogmse the security the British Government affoids. 

6 In Shalipuia the Baja Dima] is on reasonably good terms with his 

family and with his Thakurs, and as he has every desiie to improve his State 
and increase its importance, and devotes much attention, to those objects, the 
chiefsliip is now in a prosperous condition. J 

7. But thioughout the Agency the rainfall this has been deficient 
Tanks are everywheio drying up Wells are low c/yeai ly .«vc been for 
ycais The country is parched as a cinder, 'ihe little grass w hich the scanty 
summer rams brought to life has Lean burned up When possible the cattle 
ha\e been diiven off to other well-watered parts Of those left behind 
hundreds Sie tijing Scarcely half the land usually sown for the lahi harvest 
has been put under cultivation, and the revenue in all three States is senously 
diminished, while the distress among the very poor classes is lamentable The 
Baling featuie in the situation is that grain remains cheap, and human life is 
not, tliorefoie, in dangei Money for work at the deepening of wells, the con- 
struction of tanks and on the railwajs can he obtained, and for money food at 
cheap rates, a beneficial result of the consti notion of railways near and 
tluough outlying parts of this Agency, 

8 The survey this year of an extension of the Guna-Baran Railway 
through Bundi and Sliahpura gnes promise that such benefit to this Agency 
will he still further increased A branch line from Jaipur to the neighbour- 
hood IS alreadj iindei construction, and, when Bundi and Shahpura are also 
brought into railway communication with Bombay or Rarachi, the whole 
of this Acencj will be connected with the great town and ports of India. This 
enrmot fail to he of adiantage to this Agency materially , but, with all the old 
spclu‘-ion broken down and with new forces brought to bear, new methods of 
administration and more complicated organisation will he necessitated in the 
jears now coming on.

III —THE MINA KHBRAR 

Beyond a few petty thefts there was no crime m the Mina Kherar. The 
Minas are handicapped by tbeir bad reputation of former 'times, and tbc 
Kotab Darbar, in spite of repeated requests from tins Agency, refused to allow 
the Mmas to come with their cattle to settle for a few months m Kotah where 
grass IS plentiful. But largely owing to the disciplinary effects of the 
training so many of them have now had in the Deoli Irregular Porce, they 
are year by year becoming more peaceable and rehabie members of society

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IV — BUNDL 

1 There was no change among the high ofEcials o£ the State, but the 
Appellate Court was abolished from motives of economy. The appeals that 
wore before lodged m this Court are now dealt with by the State Council 

EAT1.FALE AND CROPS 

2 The monsoon was deficient, and the total ram fall for the year was only 
17 51 inches, and as it was not timely, damage was caused to the khanf crops. 
The result was an 8-anna crop only The rabi crop, owing to favourable 
winter showeis, piomises to be somewhat better. Watei is scarce in the 
tanks and wells, and fodder is defacient 

POBWe HEALTH 

3. The general health has been good, and no serious epidemics have 
occurred One hundred and foity-nine in- patients were treated at the dis- 
pensary during the year The total numbei of out-patients treated was 6,626. 
The number of vaccinations was 524i, of which 368 were successful This fall- 
ing off from the numbers for the two last years (821 for 1897-98 and 664; for 
1896-97) IS unsatisfactory, and the attention of the Darbar has been diawn to it. 

GRIME AND POLICE 

4 Crime is not prevalent in Bundi There were tw o dakaitis reported. 
In the first pioperty to the value of B.200 was looted, and one of the offenders 
was arrested and punished In the second case property woith E5,400 was 
looted, and by the energy of the State Superintendent of Police 18 of the 
culprits were arrested These have since been tiled and punished 

FINANCE 

6 The revenue realised for the year 1897 -98 was R7,34,000, a slight 
increase over that realised in the previous ycai, which amounted to 
E7, 00,000 only The espendituie, however, has increased from B7, 20,000 
to E8, 05,000 This increase is reported to be due to expenses incurred in the 
celebiation of the marriage ceremonies of Mahaia 3 a Bishwanath Singh’s two 
daughters and in the constiuction of a tank at Bundi 

PUBLIC WORKS 

6. Bundi is not remarkable for its progress in Public "Works. A road 
connecting Kotah with Nasirabad runs through the State. The portion of 
this road which lies in Bundi territory was fbi years left unmetalled, and 
even now that it is metalled little attention is paid to keeping it in repair 
The Darbar, however, report that they spent B22,000 upon it during the year. 

I have pleasure in recordmg the very ready assistance the Darbar have 
afforded to the Engineers engaged in surveying the railway, which it is 
proposed should pass thiough Bundi 

EDUCATION 

7 The number of scholars attending the High School was 166, and 33 
attended the Nobles’ School Education genei ally receives scant attention in 
Bundi. 

GENERAL 

8 The administration is almost entirely in the hands of the Prime 
Minister, Bohra Meghhan, whose mfluence is increasing yearly, and whose 
ambition appeals to be to fill as many appointments as possible with 
his own relatives and ahsoih the chief power m the State His Highness, 
owing to ill-health, leaves much of the administrative work in the hands of 
this clever and able Brahmin Mimster, and so far no lil-results have occurred. 


V.-.TONK. 

RAINPALL AND CROPS 

1 The monsoon rainfall in the Bajputana Parganas of the State was 
deficient, and as it has m these parts for some years been below tbe average, 
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tbe amount of •urater in the ■wells is short and the acreage under cultkation 
IS in consoq^uence less than usual. Foddor is also scarce. 

In the Central India Parganas the ram ■was plentiful 

The winter rainfall has also been somewhat deficient in the Hajputana 
parganas, and, were it not for the facility with which gram is now imported, 
considerable distress would prevail As it is the price of gram is low, and^ by 
driving their cattle to Kotah and other places where raiutsll n as not deficient 
and grass is abundant, the people are enabled to tide oi or a bad year 

PnEMC HEALTH 

2 The health of the people has been generally good The General 
Hospital at Tonh has been enlarged and improved , and much good work is 
being carried on m the Walter Female Hospital by Miss de Souea The 
Pargana dispensaries require more attention than is at present paid to them. 

CniSIE AKD POLICE 

3. Only one dakaiti was reported as having occurred m 1898 m the 
Pargana of Siron] (Central India). Crime has not been generally picvalcnt. 

CRIMINAL JDSIICE 

4 In the year ending 81st December 1897, the latest date for which 
figures are available, the number of criminal cases for disposal v as 2,642, of 
which 2,544 were disposed of The State Jail at Tonk was well managed 
The Jail at Nimbahera is m bad condition, and needs attention. 

CIVIL JUSTICE. 

6 The course of Civil ]ustico m Tonk is tardy, but its administration has 
undoubtedly much impioved thiough the employment of Muhammad Najnfkhan, 
a former Government servant, at the head of the Judiciary, Tno thousand 
two hundred and three cases weio instituted and 2,006 disposed of. 

EDUCATION 

6 Education is fairly well provided m the State, especially at the Capital, 
whoie there is an e-vcellont school In the Middle Examination held in 1898 
SIX candidates appealed, all of whom passed the examination. The Bunnia 
class appear to chiefly appieciate the advantages of free education, hut it is 
regiettahle to notice the mdifFeionce with which the Rajput families regaid it. 

FINANCES 

7 The financial condition of Tonk is not so unsatisfactory as it has been 
in past years It is now only some five lakhs in debt when m past years it has 
been fifteen, hut there is an mheient tendency to extravagance in the tislmi? 
classes of the State, which, if unchecked, would lead the State again into 
when with its natural resources it ought to he opulent with a handsome 
balance m its Treasury. Estimates of revenue are seldom icilwed Esti- 
mates of expenditure are usually exceeded At the close of the year the 
estimated net Revenue for Easli 1305 (1897-98) was fil3,2o,975 the amount 
actually lealised was R12, 24,749 , the estimated expenditure was 511,44,373, 
and the actual expenditure Sll 73,773 Under the inutruction of the Agent to 
the Governor-Goneial, special efforts have been made in the present year to 
curtail expenditure and increase revenue where'ver that might he possible His 
Highness has largely reduced his personal expenditnre, and in the army and 
many branches of the administration expenditure has been reduced But 
even with some increases in the Customs and other revenue items the total 
income of the State can only he estimated at a low figure on account of the 
failure of the crops due to deficient rainfall and the consequent loss in land 


revenue.

Tho total indebtedness of tbo State on September 1st, 1898, was Bi,04,635, 
and it IS hoped that at the close of the present Tonk financial year— August 
81st, 1899- It will stand at R3,0i,628 only 


PUBLIC WOUKS 


8 In consequence of the indebtedness of the State and of symptoms that 
it was relapsing into its former condition of heavy debt, the grant for public 
works had to bo curtailed to the low figure of B23,600. But the railway line 
from Guna to Baran, passing through tlie Tonk Paigana of Cbabn, is now 
practically complete, and upon this the Daibar has spent nearly sixteen lakhs 
borrowed from the Gwalior Darhar, and interest on which to the amount of 
Rdl.OOO was paid during the present jcai 

Very slight progress on the road fiom Tonk toBeoli has been made, and on 
the more* important load connecting Suouj with the Midland Railway is scaicely 
more rapid 

LAND BEVENDB AND SETTLEMENT 


9 The settlement is now complete and Land Revenue Regulations have 
been drawn up Under the direction of Mr Tucker, and afterwards of 
Salnbzada Abdul Alim Khan, the Land Records of the State have been so 
systematically drawn up and arranged that it is now possible for the Suporin- 
tendent to show you the map of any Klialsa village you may happen to select, 
to show you marked on that map each single field, and by reference to a 
register to tell you the acieage of any particular field, the name of the 
cultivator and the amount of revenue he has to pay on it As each village has 
a duplicate copy of the map and register, tlie same informaton about any 
village may he obtained on a visit to that village But half tlie value of 
this work consists in the keeping of the vdlage records up to date, in recoiding 
year by aear, new tracts of land brought under cultivation oi old fields 
abandoned, the amounts of revenue actually realised, the amounts still, 
due, etc. Besides maiking on the map every alteration in the area under culti- 
vation, tlic vilinge Patwaris aie called upon to keep up 11 different register'. 
■Where I have tested xt from time to tune I have found this woik is not bei^ 
duly earned out In many cases the Patwaiis have scaicely sufficient educatj 
andahilify for such work, and the Parbar have under consideiation and ny 
completed a scheme for training the sons of Patwaris in a special class f/ 
duties of keeping up village records But the most essential matter is w 
at the head of the Revenue Administration a tiained, capable and zealous’ 
Hitheito the post has been held by Sahibzada Abdul Alim Khan, a son^ 
Prime Mimstei, who was trained m Revenue and Settlement for years 
British Officers in Bntisfi districts Tins official has, however, just 
suspended on account of dereliction of official duty. 


VI — SHAHPUEA 



BAINFALL. 


1 The total rainfall of 18 66 inches during the year ending 31st 
March 1899 was insufficient for agricultural purposes, and both the rahi 
and kharif crops suffered. Rain ceased early m the month of September, and 
much of the kharif crop withered As for the rabi crop, not even half of the 
usual area was sown for want of moisture. The December showers were of 
little benefit to the standing crops. 

The outturn is estimated on the following scale — 
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The produce of fodder is far below the average, and the cattle and agri- 
cultural stock are suffering for want of sufficient food 

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

2 The general health was good In the Shahpura town there were a 
few cases of sniall-po\, but the villages were free from the disease No cases 
of plague or cholera aie reported

under report —

Nine hundred and fifty cases were successful and the remaining 203 
unsuccessful. There was no change in the dispensary staff, but the building 
has been thorouglily repaired and improved 

The actual expenses were E3,165, including the cost of establishment 
and of medicine 

CHIME AND POLICE 

8 There was some improvement m the detection and prevention of crime, 
hut there is still room for further irapiovement It is hoped that whoa the 
people become accustomed to the working of the department, they will help 
it, so that it may work smoothly and efficiently. There were no cases of 
robheiv and dakaiti or murder. 

The Cl immal tribes have been kept well under control and are encouraged 
to earn their livelihood by agriculture They possess wells and bullocks in the 
Khalsa villages, but the Jagirdars have not yot realized the importance of 
reclaiming them. 

JAIL. 

A There are only 20 prisoners at present under different terms of 
imprisonment 

Tho Hospital Assistant, who is in charge of the Ea] Dispensary, also looks 
after the prisoners. There was no case of serious illness among the prisoners 
during the year 

JUDICIAL. 

6 Judicial work is earned on through the Mahkama Khas, the Dewani 
and Foujdun Adalat, and the Tahsildars of Phulia, Sangana, and Shah- 
pura. The Mahakama Khas has powers of revision and appeal , it is the 
centre of all the revenue and administrative work and has power of general 
control and supereisiou The Tahsildars have powers of Third Class Magistrates, 
and hear Civil cases worth E60 


CElinNAL JOSnOE. 

6 In the Lower Criminal Court tho number of cases for disposal was 
318 , of these 288 were dispo=;ed of In tho Criminal Judicial Branch of the 
Court of Mahakama Khas, over which the Eaja Dhiraj presides, there were 
ei"-ht original cases for disposal , of these seven were disposed of. Appeals 
preferred numbered 62, of which 59 were disposed of 
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7. In the Cml Courts at Shalipura there were 137 original Cviscs for dis- 
posal, of which 9S were disposed of, and 39 remained pending at the close of the 
year. 

EDUCATION 

8 Very praiseworthy attention is paid to education in the Shahpura 
Chiefship The number of boys in the Hindi School increased from 162 to 185, 
but in the English School the number of students fell from 64 to 63 

In the English School the average daily attendance was 77 95 per cent , 
and m the Hindi department it was 70 32. Prom the Shahpura School three 
students went in for the Middle Class Anglo-Veinaoular Examination, and of 
these two n eie successful 

It IS a matter of great regret that in a Eajput principality out of 248 
students only 12 are Kajputs, and of these five only aie Jagirdars This is 
paitly due to the want of interest the Jagirdars have in the education of their 
children and partly to the want of proper accommodation for their boys in 
Shahpura To remove the latter difficulty a boarding house, called the 
“Karamsa] Boarding House”, has been bmlt at a cost of E26,000, and some 
scholarships have also been established. 

The number of giils attending the giils’ school has increased fiom 18 to 
28. The average d^y attendance is 66*40 per cent. There aie two aided 
Vernacular schools, one at Phulia and the other at Kothia. They supply very 
well the educational wants of the Phulia and Kothia people 

The Educational Department costs the Chiefship E4,200 a yeai. 

FINANCE 

9 The balance in hand at the close of the Shahpura financial year 
ending July 31st was E2, 08,332. The total receipts from all sources amounted 
to E2, 96,348, and the actual expenses were E2,66,267, 

Eoi want of sufficient ram the Chiefship will loose about one-half of its 
revenue, and in the Kachola Pargana the people require help from the public 
treasury to support them , 

Want of ram has not only caused scarcity of fodder and lessened the 
land produce, but has also decreased the undeiground supply of water , wells 
have become dry in some places, and water for daily purposes can be procured 
with difficulty. 

The State has adopted measures for encouraging the people to build new 
wells and to deepen old ones in order to mitigate suffermg and to keep them 
fiom deserting their villages 

GENERAL 

Mtscellaneoits 

10 The Eaja Dhiraj has made several visits outside his Chiefship to 
Abu, Eomhay, Wankanir and Agra, besides Deoh I am glad to note that the 
younger Ka]kumar, Sardar Smgh, appeared m the school final examination 
fiom the Government College, Ajmer, and passed successfully 

The cotton press at Shahpuia works satisfactorily There was only one 
accident during the year m which a man lost his left hand

The area brought under cultivation during the rahi was 4,23,949 
highas as compared with 3.27,250 bighas m the previous year, showing an 
increase of 96,893 highns, hut as tho winter rams were scanty the outturn 
did not fulfil our expectations No damage was done to crops by hi<»h winds 
or hail stoims, and fodder was sufficient for requirements 

The yield from wheat and barley crops was fairly good, but gram suffered 
for want of winter rains Prices remained low during the year 

KHAKIP 

Owing to timely and plentiful rams at the outset, a larger area was 
brought under cultivation duiing the year under report, vie , 10,13,830 bit^has 
as compared with 10,26,077 bighas in the pievious year, but owing to want of 
ram later on the outturn was below aveiage 

The standing crops were, to a certain extent, m parts damaged by insects, 

Some of tlie Tahsils were visited by locusts, hut no great harm was don6 
as timely repressive measures were taken Cotton on the whole was inferior 
but tho prices generally remained stationary tomg the season ’

A sum of R14,739 only, as compared with R29,146 in the preceding year,

Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress was pleased to send 
Mpjoi Daud Khan, Bahadur, Commandant, Alwar Imperial Senico Lancers, 
a photogravure of Uerself, signed by Tlei Majesty’s oan hmd, in commemoia- 
tion of the Diamond Jubilee of 1897, on which occasion the Commandant 
formed one of Her Majesty’s Guaid of Honour 

The State is proud of the honour conferred on Major Daud Khan, and the 
pictuie will no doubt bo a treasured lieir-loom in his family and mil serve 
to remind him and his descendants of the Great Queen who thinks of all Her 
suhpets and whose peison he was privileged to guard on so momoi able an 
occasion 

The Alwar Lancers took part in the cavalry manoeuvres which Mere 
held at Delhi betueen 4th to 15th January 1899, and tlie Inspeotoi General 
of Cavalry was pleased to cvpiess his satisfaction in tho following teims —

Begimental teams from both the Cavalry and Infantry Regiments attended 
the Rifle Meeting held at Meerut doling the last cold weather Adjutant Pev are 
Lai of tho Cavalry won a second prize, and Captain Daud Khan of the Infantry 
won a silver cup presented bv His Highness the Itaja of Laban, u bile other 
prizes amounting to RlOO were won bv the Infantry team. In December 
Major General Sir Bindon Blood, K C 13 , Commanding Meerut District, at 
the request of the Political Agent and the State Council, inspected the 
Impenal Service Troops and saw them drill and manoeuvre He recorded the 
following opinions — 

" The Civ ilry regiment IS extreme]} well mounted, well turned out and well drilleJ 
Tho Commnndant and Ins officers lire ver} will up in their work Iho men iidt well, and the 
field manoeuvres executed bifore me w'ere carried out m an efficient and aleadj manner ” 

Regarding tho Infantry he wrote — 

“The Infantry Battalion also is very well equipped, and m ide a most creditable appear- 
ance on parade when 1 s.iw it 'Iho men arc well up to standard, and all ranks, Commandant, 
Officers, Non-Commissioncd Officers, and rank and file, are thoroughly well up in their held 
work, the battalion showing most commendable steadiness on parade I found ihe tran-port 
and other subsidiary anangements of the troops under reference in a state of efficiency similar 
to thnt of the trooi s themselves, and I was specially interested in the newest pattern ol iron 
tnn'-port cart, designed and constructed by Mr Augus Macdonald, winch anpears lo me likely

mPBKIAL SERVICE TROOPS, HOSPITALS, etc 

Sanction lias lieen accorded, and the work is partly completed, for the 
enlargement of both the Imperial Service Troops’ hospitals These improve* 
inents have met with the full and entire approval of the Imperial Service 
Inspecting Officers, as also of the Agency Suigeon, and when completed all 
necessary requirements will he amply fulfllled 

The health of both regiments has been excellent 

HEALTH 

There was no epidemic timing tlie year under report, but there were a few 
cases of small-pos, resulting m 4i deaths in the city and 19 in the districts. 

Tlie'general health of the city has somewhat improved, but influenza in 
March and the excessive cold weather at the latter end of the year increased 
the numhei of diseases ot the respiratory organs treated in the Alu ar Hospital 
from 1,927 m 1897 to 2,281 in 1898. 

There was no case of hubonio plague in Alwar during the year under 
review, either imported or indigenous, while the precautionary arrangements 
for ohceivati on of suspected peisons, under the peisonal supei vision of Major 
Harrington, the Agency Suigeon, left nothing to he desired As a proof of 
how these were accepted by all, I may add that I did not receive one single 
petition of complaint from any one examined or detained as suspicious. 

SANITATION, etc 

Tlie city conservancy is in the hands of the Municipal Committee under 
the piesidency of the Agency Surgeon, and every effort is made to keep the 
city and suburbs in a propei sanitary condition A travelling dispensary has 
been started as an experimental measure for affoiding medical aid to persons 
living at a distance fiom a medical mstitntion, and it is reported to be getting 
populai with the people 

VACCINATION 

The total number of vaccine operations was 25,176 with 10 unsuccessful 
cases as compared with 24,603 with 159 unsuccessful cases in 1897-98 Cases 
which failed at the first opeiation were invauahly again vaccinated, so that 
the number of unsucessful oases was comparatively small 

rUBLlC WORKS DEPARTMENT 

Mr A R Macdonald, the State Engineer, has submitted a sepaiate report 
in the Public Works Department. 

JAIL 

The management of the Jail, under the able and careful supeivision of 
Mr. George Heatheily, the Superintendent, continued to be satisfactory. 

The daily average number of prisoners rose from 268 in 1897 to 290 in 

1898 

Theie were only three deaths as compared with seven in the previous year 
One prisoner escaped dui mg the year under review He was, however, recap- 
tured subsequently at Muttra by the help of the State police 

EDUCATION 

The total number of schools was 94 for hoys and 14 for girls One 
school for boys was closed during the year for want of sufficient pupils 

The total expenditure on education for the year under report was B43,748 
as comp.ircd with 1144,864 in the preceding year. Sixteen out of 22 students 
sent up pas'-ed the Middle Class Exammation, and 8 out of 12 the Entrance 
Examination of the Allahabad University held in Apiil and March 1898 and 
December and January 1898-99. One boy sent up passed successfully the 
Munshi Evaimnntion of the Panjah University. 
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LADY DUFFEBtN HOSPITAL, AEWAB 

Miss H Lauder, M D , bold charge of the Hospital from March 1st, 1898, 
when she relieved her predecessor Miss I* Dissent, M.D

Settlement woiK was started 
in tliese m October last As the local Kanungos were incapable 
alone of carrying on the work oii the lines piesciibed, I have 
had to bonoiv the services of some capable Patwaris and 
Kanungos fiom Pan 3 ah districts for temporal y eraplojment as 
Munsarims and Sadar Munsarims lespectnely These were lent 
to me chiefly by the Deputv Commissioners of Delhi, Gurgaon 
and Perozopiir, and are working on the whole satisfactorily 
At the same time everv effort is being made to improve and 
utilise the local Kanungo Ageiicv, and wliero tliey promise to be 
efficient thev are given posts ol Alunsaiims oi Naib Munsarims 
with allowance from the Settlement Department By tlie latli 
March about half the work of local attestation had been comple- 
ted, and the Superintendents, wIiO'O time was largily taken up by 
more pressing w ork m the other tahsils of their charge, and by 
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tniscellanoou'? « oris in connection n iHi llie dcinnrcition of the 
State Hunds and J3anni<! (fuel and fodder re'onc',), had got the 
■work well in h md, and had made fair piosiess with the cluiL- 
hamh wlucli they iiope to finish by the middle of Apiil 

The prepaiation of the lecnrds and assessment stitrnienf^ and the Mllatre- 
tO'Mllage inspection hj the Superintendents will he completed hv ne\t cold 
weiitlioi, when 1 hope to he ihlo to inspect these tliiee tahsils Assessment 
proposals will he fnmed dming the hot weathei of 1900, the assessments will 
be given out in the autumn of 1900 it is hojied, and operations foi the whole 
State will m this wav, unless some unfoicsecn hitch iiitenones, bo corujdeled 
in the Spring of 1901

I think I niai confidentlv elaim foi the recoids so far prepired a verv 
liigli degree of aecui icv, and foi this the credit is due to the Supeiintendents, 
nho have uorKed indelatiirahly, and who havfe geneially been uell assisted by 
the Sadni Munsaiims and iMunsaiims

Thus, over 37,600 cases of this class alone came up foi disposal within 
the yeai, of whic! over 32,000 have already been disposed of This is a 
hnnch of woik in which consideiab'e assistance was ovpeeted from the 
Tahsildars, and ordeis were issued by the Council to this effect, hut the above 
figures show that not moie than 6 per cent of the cases have been taken up by 
theTalisildais, witliafew exceptions— among which I may mention theTahsil- 
dar of Ramgaih and to a lo'S extent the T.ilisildars of Govmrlgaih, Kishengaih 
and Rajgaih — the remaining Tihsildars have lendeied very little assistance in 
settlement matteis, and have not shown that mllingiiess to Qo-operato with 
the settlement establishment that iinsht be expected As the revenue work 
must be cairied on hv them, after the close of setdement, on the lines now 
laid down, I think then hearty co opeiation to help on the work and to 
acquire a knowledge of the system should he insisted upon 

CASE WORK DISPOSED OF 

6 The Settlement Department is now with immense labour not only 
cndeaiouimg to form a complete and coriect lecord — a task rendeied more 
difficult by the failure of the State Beienuo Department m pnst years to keep 
things up to date— but is also burdened with the ta^k of tackling the hundreds 
— 1 might men say thousands — of pending judicial cases regarding biswadiri, 
lambaxdaii and tenancy lights, paitition, etc , etc , some of which have been 
pending since last settlement and been pUehfoiKed about from one Court to 
mother since then This work is ically outside the settlement, but if not taken 
in baud now, the new records would be ‘•o f u incomplete, and the legacj of 
arrears would piobablv go on accumulating till next soltleniint 

It IS tberoforo all the more iirsent that the State should reoiganise its 
Roicmie administration winch is at piesent too weak to cope with the normal 
imount of worl , so as to preient things falbn? bai k into their old groove, and 
] am happy to know that the Political Agent and Council have this matter 
undci consideration Tbe enormous amount of case woik (excluding mafis)

■will be disposed of du\ mg the hot weather Not main new eases arclikdw 
to bo instituted, exeept m the three tahsils of Alwai, I'li inaga/i, and Bansni, 
which have only lecentlj been taken up The' case woik of mj own otlue is 
shown in Statement No 2 Duungthejeai 150 on ginal cises were disposed of 
by me and 160 mafi hies The heaviest part of mv judicial work is, however, 
the disposal of appeals from the Superintendents’ ordois m cases icl itinir to 
land At the beginning of the jcai there were 130 appeals pending, •ind 30l 
were instituted during the year , 25G appeals iveie decided, leaving 175 still 
pending Many of these cases aie extiemcly long and intncate I endcaioiir, 
as fai as possible, to dispose ot them on tlie spot w hen I ira making mv l illago 
inspections, and those which leinain aie taken up in the hot wealhoi The 
mafi investigation IS now ptooeeding in all tahsils , '^OO cases have nlieidv 
been investigated and sent up to me for ordeis, but owing to pitssnie of moio 
uigent woik I have liitheito been able to pass oidcrs onlv on 160 The 
numbei of cases will piobablv amount to three or foui thousand in all, and 
as no legulai enquiiv his jot been cained out in the State, it will ho under- 
stood what au euoimous burdcti of work this tluows on the Settlement Depait- 
ment

S At tlie l)pginning of t1ie yen the Pitmans of the three tah'iils of 
Ahnr, 'Jhanagn/i uul Bnisui -Heio put tlirnugh a couise of in‘<ti notion as a 
])r<liinmar\ to the s"ftlenieiit \iork wlucii wa^. hogim in tho'-e t ih'-ils in Octo- 
hci In the nmainmg lalisils no special instmction ivns givf n, as the Pat- 
n ins Mere sfcidilj engaired m settlement uorh, nliich is in it'plt a comse of 
praitical training 'llie cflKienoy of the Patwaiis, as a body, has no doubt 
been immensely iinproied bv the settlement operations, but tlieic aio many 
nho ueie too old or too indolont to learn, and these aie hting gradually needed 
out 

As an encouragimont to the deserving Patwaiis of the four reassessed 
tahsils, a sum of over B.2,000 was, with the sanction of the Council, distributed 
to them in rewaids out ot the income fiom mutation fees, and a scheme foi 
giarling the Patwaiis according to then elTicuMicv and r using their pay is 
now undei consideiation The average pay at present is only Eo — 8 per 
mensem, which is not enough to attract men of eieu the veiy modeiato attain- 
ment lequiicd The scheme, which I am about to propose, will slightly reduce 
the number and laise the pay to an average of about E7 — 8 per mensem 

'I’he Rauungo ageiici is moia unsatisfactoiy and will be moie difficult to 
reoigniuse owing to the beicditary system with vested interests m the mafi 
giants, which are the main source ol lemuneiation We are encouiagiiig the 
mo-t promising of the herulitai y Kanungos to t ike up posts in the Settlement, 
winch will eiisuie an efficient tiainmg I hope dunng the yeai to take up the 
question as a whole and dense a woiking system m consultation with the 
Political Agent and the Council 

The heicditary Kanungos hai'e a great advantage in their intimate local 
knowledge of tlicir pargmas, but uiifoi innately few' of them have hitherto 
combined with that a knowledge of the system on winch the revenue 
administration is to bo earned on and the new records to he maintained, 

mSCELTANEOUS SIAITEES 

9 Besides the ordinal y Settlement duties alluded to, the Settlement 
establishment was also employed dunng the yeni in the demarcation of the" 
State fuel and {odder pieserves and grazing mens In the tah'd of Alwar, 
dhanagazi and Eajgath, the State lUmd and Banni departments me m posseo- 
sion of enoi moils aions of hills and jungles '1 his ]o ids to continual friction 
with the adjoining zannndars, and complaints of ticsjiass and mischief on one 
side, charges of encioacliinent and extoition on the othei, aie very common 

The result is harassing to the people, and brings some odium on tlie State 
111 Rajgaih I found tint laigo areas adjoining the State pieseives liaJ been 
allowed to itin out of cultnation ow'ing to these disputes, m which it is diffi- 
cult to determine who is at fault 

Accordingly dunng the year, under the ordeis of the Political Agent and 
Council, a Committee, w ith Itao Balndui Muusln Bilmokand Bass asPiesi- 
dent, the Settlement Supeuntendent, lahsildar and the otlicers in cliaigo of 
the Bund and Banin Bipaitmenis, as memheis, was appointed to make 
a local enquirv and p iss oiders as to the lutuie boundai y in each case The 
work was of a most difiicult and delicate nature, invohing great physical exer- 
tion and a caieful consideiation of conflicting inlerostb, but, owing to the tact 
and nhiliti of the President, it has bein carried out with mmked success 
The proposils of the Committee, in all but a few cases which haro still to he 
taken up, aio now hofoie the Political Agent , and, if gi\en effect to, will, I am 
confident, largelv rcinoie the most seiious giievmices of the people, while at 
the s lino time c insing no appreciable loss to the htate The State adminis- 
tration has wisely leeogmsed the ad\anfage of being able to give a concession 
to the people with one hand, when their burdens arc hem" added to hj the 
othci owing to re-assessment, and the zamindars, I think, fullj appieciato the 
considciatiou shown to them

are fir moio secuie than in any jN" itivc State of which I hare any knowledge, 
it has at the same time piovided this safegvnid against expropriation 

EXrrXDlTCRE 

11 Statement No 3 shows thcexpendituie foi the wear and the total up to 
date TJp to 1st Maich 1S98 the cxpondituie had been R2,02, 698-5*7, and 
from that date up to 23th Fchiuery 1S')‘) tlio expenditure has been 
B.76, 197-8-2, making a total up to date of E2,77,H95-l3-9 As jou aio awaie, a 
lot of money was wasted in the caily stigcs of the settlement before loii intro- 
duced a propel sj stem 111 1396, but since thin I think we miy claim that, 
considering the amount of woik got throiiirh and the importance of the interests 
iniolved, both fiom the State and the people’s point of view , the expenditure 
has been modeiate I hope to complete the setllemont at a total cost of about 
4i lakhs, which is what the scttlciuoiit of a Paniah district with a loieniie of 
10 lakhs costs, wliile our land levcniie is ovinnowovei 20 lakhs B itli 
piopei supervision the cost would nor have exceeded tin ee lakhs Agunst 
this expenditure the income from mutation fees and othei souices Statement 
IV), amounting to fi9,bldi 1-6, should be set off

In fact, they have spent all the cold weather and most of the hot m 
tour, and you can imagine what this means in Alwar where tiioio aio no 
lest-houses, and in the hot weather thev had to put up m tents or utilise the 
very rough accommodation mot w ith in the villages 

Munshi Gauii Shankai piopaicd an excellent repoit in vernaculai on 
the Kishengaih Tahsil, and Munsln Vmai Singh an equally valuable ropoit on 
the Ramgaih, Govindgaih, and Lachmangarti Tahsil s, which I assessed last 
year The faired copies of these will be put on record m the Council or 
iMal sadar, and will be laliiablo foi future lefeienco This xcai all the 
Supeiintendent- will furnish me with reports tianslated into English of the 
five tahsils w Inch I am about to assess, and mv assessment report will bo 
based largely on then lepoits this vtai as it was list 

I think the State is fortunate in having secured the services of men 
whose woik in every bianch show veal, capacity, and integrity, and I tiiist 
that the Political Agent and Council xmU mirk then appreciation of these 
qualities in the way I have scpaiately recommended Tlio ouginal icpoits 
of the Superintendents on the woi k done aie forw aided horowith for perusal 
and lavoiu of return when done witli Of the Sadar Minis mms, Mohoined 
Hnssen in Kishangaih, N u ion Singh m Tijin, kachimn Da^s in Kathiimai, 
JCishan Singh in Lachmangarh, and Nahi Baksli in Behror have woiked best 
all round 

13 In conclusion, I have to offei my veiy sincere acknowledgments 
to vouiself and the Council for the hearty and complete co opoiation accorded

Captain W C. R Stiatton held charge of the Agency till 17th March 
1899, when I took up the appointment on Ins proceeding on piivilego leave. 

POLITICAI, AGENT S TOUR 

In Decemher last Captain Stiatton visited the Baon Settlement at 
Arandkheia, regarding which a separate report has been submitted, 

The Political Agent aho accompanied the Malnrao on tour m Decomhor 
aud January, and ho was present at Jhaliapatan m Pebruarv on the occasion 
of the Chief of the neu State of JhaKwar being imested uith ruhng 
powers by the Agent to the Govenor General 

ADMINISTRATION 

There is no change in the method of administration The Mahnrao’s 
conduct ot alfairs has been satisfactory , special credit is duo to His Highness 
and to the Diwan, Rai Bahadur Chobey Raghu Nath Dass, foi the mannei 
in which the impoitant and delicate woik of tiansfor of Jhalauar teriitory 
to Kotah was earned out 

VISITS 

His Highness the Maharao visited Mount Aim in !May and returned 
to Kotah m June He also pioceeded to Nasiiabad in Novemhei and to 
Umhalla in Maich to compete in the Polo Tournaments at those places, 
being accompanied in both cases by the Political Agent 

The Agent to the Governor-Geneial and his staff visited Kotah in 
January. His Highness the Maharao and the Political Agent accompanied the 
paity to the Barrn on their depaiture for Jbalawai 

NOTABLE EVENTS 

The only event of impoi-tancc during the rear was the restoration of 
certain Jlialawar tracts to Kotah, leinaik undei this head in last year’s 
report Since June 1897, the details of this scliemo had hern under considera- 
tion The actual transfer of territory took place uitli effect from the 
1st Januaiy 3899 The area of the distucts in question amounts to about 
2,600 square miles, and tlio revenue is estimated at about 8 laKlis of lupees 
The work of adding this large tract of counti^ to the Kotah State was 
earned out without a hitch, and uithout intorreung with the curient 
administration.

RAINFALL AND CROPS 

The total rainfall during the year was again below the average, bning only 
21 inches and 92 oents, and less oven than tho rainfall of tho preceding 
year 

For want of sufBcient ram the tanks and wells did not fill, and the nee 
crop consequently suffered to a great extent In some parte the opium crop 
has been lost for want of water m the wells The kharif crop yielded an 
outturn varying from 8 to 12 annas m tlie rupee The rain crop is expected 
to bo only about 12 annas on account of the insufficiency of rain Pnees of 
food-gram have continued normal Owing to tho scarcity of gram in 
Noithern Rajpntana, there has been a very heavy export trade in wheat and 
30 war hy the fiasirabad loute Largo quantities of gram have also been 
exported from liaianby the construction trams of the Guna-Baran Railway 

THF. WYLLTE ARTS AND CRAFTS EXHIBITION, AND HORSE SHOW 

The Horse Show was fail ly successful, and cortamly an improvement on 
last year’s show But plague restrictions still inierTeiod with merchants and 
dealers, and prevented many from attending The prospectus and pnzehstof 
the Horse Show were revised this year m accordance with the suggestions of 
the Inspector General, Oivil Veteimary Department 

A falling off was noticeable m tho number and quality of some of tho 
Arts and Crafts Exhibits, particularly m the case of muslins, and no speci- 
mens of the excellent cotton cloth made at Baran appeared. The cause of 
this falling off is probably the want of purohasots, who were still fewer than 
last year 

GENERAL 

The Darhar have been obliged during the year to assume the manage- 
ment of the Balwan Kotri. This Cbtate was m debt, and the ^lahara]a 
having proved himself incapable of retrieving his position, no other course 
was open to the Darhar 

The Khatoli Kotri has had some trouble with the Gwalior antboritaes 
Seven villages in Gwalior terntoiy belonging to the Kotn have been confis- 
cated by the order of Maharaja Scinoia, and given to the Ranawatji of 
Khatoli (t e , the widow of the late Chief of Khatoli), who is on bad terms with 
her adopted son This case forms the subject of separate coriespondence 

Owing to scarcity of gra^s and water m Northern Eajputana, largo 
numbers of people from Marwar and Ajmer have visited this State bunging 
then cattle for the grazing

Theie neie 3 cases of murder, 7 of dakaiti, and 
63 of lobbory, conviction vras obtained ir 39 out of 73 cases One 
hundred and twenty-seven persons were conceined in them, of whom 61 have 
been convicted and sentenced Tn o thousand and eighty criminal cases weie 
instituted during the year, and 1,947 were disposed of Conviction was 
obtained in 950 cases — 3,732 persons were aiiested, 1,416 Tvere punished, 2,132 
leleased, 7 absconded, 62 transferred, and 126 lemained under tnal The 
average of convictions was 48 79 per cent as against 57'9 last year Pioperty

24 Tliere •were 642 prisoners in the State Jails on the 31st March 1890, 
n'^ninst 669 on the corresponding date in 1898 The geneial health of the 
prisoners u as excellent, the daily average of sick being 3 00 in the year under 
report against 1 96 in the pieceding yeai 

The Bikaner Jail has fully maintained its reputation for health discipline 
and good work The following points to which attention is drawn by Major 
Bohinson, I M S , in his report, are deserving of special mention — 

There were only 16 punishments during the year, % e., 31*27 per 
thousand on average strength. 

The death-rate was only 6*25 per thousand. 

The net cost per head to the State was E13-2-4 against fi26*6-9 
in the preceding year 

The above figuies compare most favourably with those of Government 
Jails in the North-Western Provinces, Panjab, and other Provinces, and show 
that the discipline as well as the sanitary and feeding arrangements of the 
Central Tail at Bikaner continue to receive the earnest attention of ftai 
Salieb Thakur Hira Smgh the Native Superintendent of the Jail, who has 
•n orked with untiring zeal, and energy Pair progress has also been made by the 
outlying Jails at Rem and Sujangarh. Some additions and alterations are 
required at Suratgarh for which provision has been made and work will be 
taken in hand shortly,

CRIME AND POLICE 

27 Seven dakaiti cases were reported during the year against four m the 
previous year In six cases almost the whole of the perpetrators have beeii 
anested and are awaiting trial The Pohoe succeeded in capturing 11 out- 
laws conceiued in past dakaiti oases, all of whom have been convicted and 
sentenced Amongst these was Mahatab Singh alias Mahatabjia, a member 
of the gang of the well known outlaw TJdji He was arrested on the 2l8t 
October at his village of Surjliera in Bikaner by Subedar Gurbukhsh Singh 
and a party of the Bikaner Camel Coips The dakait olTeied strong resis- 
tance but was eventually overcome and arrested Both sides had persons 
uounded m the encounter Mahatab Smgh was dangerously wounded, but 
vas alive when brought to Bikaner , he, however, died shortly afterwards from 
the injuries received by him. 

CRIMINAL TRIBES 

28 The Deputy Inspector of the Tliagi and Dakaiti Department attached 
tn this Agency, uho is also the Darbar Motamid, inspected the Bnories of 
the State m the course of his annual tour in August and corrected their 
registers aft^r personally numbonng them at their houses. The Pattadars, 
having adopted the svstem of verbal roll-call, were directed to discontinue the 
practice, and printed forms of muster rolls have since been supplied to them 
for dailj use.

Palana project, which has been sanctioned, and on which work is m progress, 
•will connect the Palana Collieiy with the Jodhpur Bikanor Railway system 
The gross earnings on the open line wore Rl, 60,494-11-5 ns ngamst 
SI, 17, 456-7-3 in the previous year. Tho working expenses were R70,8l5-8 4 
against R48, 082-6-6 in 1897-98 The net profit for the year was R89,b49-3-l

31. The work of the Palana Colliery has been up till now more or less

EDUCATION

The total expenditure on education, including the expenses of tho

during the } ear, under the new Head Master Babn Kampta Persliad 'the 
number of boys on the roll on tho 31st March 1899 was 509 against 469 in 
the previous year, the average daily attendance being 422 against 312 m Ibo 
preceding year Five students appeared for tbe Middle Class Examination of

SECOND SCHOOL CLASS

Conversation xery fair Thev also showed a good knowledge of English 
Graramai and parsed readily and coirectly 

Physics — They have lead 126 pages of Balfour Stewart’s Primer I took 
them on the An Pump, Barometer, and Thermometei Tlioy thoroughly under- 
stand the constiuction aud working of these instruments and tiie phenomena 
they illustrate This subject has been intelligently taught and fully understood. 
In SansLrit, four read and translated well and showed a fair Knowledge of 
Grammar 1 he one who took JPe?sia» read and translated a tale from the 
Baharistan readily and coriectly. 

Ai ithmekc — ^Tliey have been learning Interest, Boots, etc , and understand 
the subject well, but their working though correct js very slow, and much more 
practice is requiied. 

Eistory of India duimg the present century This subject has been 
tought very intelligently and studied with much inteiest They sh >wed a 
very good knowledge of the Geography of India both civil and physical Their 
map drawing is good so far as the outline goes, and that is the most im- 
portant part But I think time would be well spent m teachmg them to print 
and colour more neatly. 


THIRD SCHOOL CLASS 

English — Beading, explanation, translation, and conversation all good. 
In Science, they have read Paul Beit’s small book from pase 06 to page 146

The Hindi section liaic road 81 pages of the Thud BCider uliile the 
Uidu section lia\o icid 66 pages of Haqalq-ad-Maujudat noth sections 
read and explain well But in writing to JDtciatton they die haikwatd ad their 
penmanship is both slow and coarse It would take them a dai to w ute an 
6idinar\ letter and then it would not ho well writtin bueh an impoitant 
subject as correspondence in the vernacular needs far more attention, and the 
teachers should aim at far gi eater proficiency. In Antlmchc they haic learned

SIXTH SCHODL class 

The pupils in this class are very unequal m age itingihg fiom 8 to 18 
or so. This IS 111 many wais disadvantageous but probably cannot ho avoided 

lilost of the beys lead and translate fairly, though there is consi- 
derable difference of attainments English ponmanisliip good loi hoys at this 
st ige Bmdi reading and explanation good, hut wnting to dictation miserably 
slow None of them could write an ordmaiy letter, though such an important 
subject deserves moio attention The Vidii hoys read and explain well 
They also write neitlj hut far too slowly Aritlmelic,\^^ bimple and Com- 
pound Buies All woik coirectly and at a fair speed I am glid to see that 
e\ery one imdcrstimds the subject clearly and on such a foundation a good 
knowledge of Arithmetic should he built up Theyhaio just begun the 
Histoiy and Geograjjhy of India. Some of them draw very fair maps. 

SEVENTH SCHOOL CLASS 

This can hardlv ho called a class as the hoys have been admitted at 
different times during the year and consequently are at different ‘-tages 
They seem a nice lot of little fellows, they all read Hindi, and as they 
will probably remain heio for several years they should become fine, manly, 
intelligent men It is encouraging to have such a bright cl iss of hogm- 
ners Only four can write Hmdx to dictation, and these wute vei \ slow ly 

GENERAL REMARKS 

There are three points that seem to me to require attention Ftisf, verna- 

cular writing — both writing to dictation and letter writing It is of gieat 

ci2 
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importance that hoys should ho ahle to carry on their vernacnlar cone- 
spondence neatly and quickly, and for this purpose far more practice is needed 
especially m the lower classes Second, more practice is needed in Arithmetic 
The rules are generally understood and questions are solved correctly hut far 
too slowly Third, the maps should be better finished. The outlines are 
correctly draun, and that is the most important part of the oveicise, hut it 
•would be well to have neat printing and colouring and to have nveis and 
mountains carefully put m with ink 

On Monday afternoon I had an opportunity of seeing how physical 
training is earned out in shooting, riding, and gymnastics The shooting was 
at short range hut very accurate The riding was easy and hold and showed 
that the students could make long 30umeys on horse-back w ithout fatigue. 
The gymnastics are a good deal more advanced than when I saw the College 
four years ago, t e , a much greater number of students are able for the more 
difficult exercises and there is more confidence Not more than thiee or four 
of the smaller hoys showed any signs of hesitation, and even these did the 
exercises faiily though they were a little timid 

On Tuesday we had a display of recitation m English I do not think 
any of the students of this year are as good as two or thiee were four years 
ago, but the average has been well maintained The boys — even the smallest 
of them — enter into this useful exercise with great spirit 

The houses are as clean and orderly as usual But the excessive drought 
has destioyed almost all the grass and flowers, and the grounds are not so 
bnght and cheerful as when I last visited Ajmer I hope, however, that early 
and abundant ram will put this right in due time 

I was very favourably impressed by the manneis of the hoys. They 
were all plainly but neatly dressed, they had the air of gentlemen, neither 
shy nor pert, and they looked me m the face straight and honestly without a 
trace of impudence 

On the whole, I consider this college is thoroughly well adapted for the 
class of pupils attending it All may not turn out well, but all must be 
greatly improved by a few years of such discipline and suiroundmgs. Too 
much should not be expected of the school mastei, seeing that the most 
important element in education, viz , home influence, is beyond his control 
But I do not think more can be done than is done here to make the young 
chiefs strong, active, intelligent, and courteous gentlemen, and the results are 
generally — to say the least — satisfactory

2 JUxtcmiom m Eajputana — The following experimental post offices 
became self-supporting during the year and were made permanent, us , Siana 
(Sirohi), Mori Railway Station, and Gacbhipura (JIarvsai) and Bharatpur 
Agency The District Post Office at Gobmdgarh (Ajmer District) also 
became self-supporting and u as taken over by the Imperial Post With the 
District Post funds thus released, a new District Post Office was opened at 
BaraMieia (Merwara District) Por convenience of administration tho Kot- 
hasim Office, situated m Jaipur State, was transferred from the Paiijab to 
this Circle The Branch Office at Kotpatli (Klietn), Pali (Marnar) and 
Parfabgnrh, as also the new post office at tho Bharatpur Agenev, whicli was 
oiiginally started as a branch office, were raised in status to siib-officos. 
New offices wore also opened at Jonesguu] (Ajmer), Rol and Digiina

Tonk, Bundi, Kotab and Iliahapatan It also affords rapid means of loco- 
motion to tiaiellers There was, howevei, some difficulty with the contractoi, 
avbo, though ho fully maintained the contiact rate of speed for the mails, 
oyoi worked the ponies and oveiloaded the tongas 

The expeixmcnt alluded to in the previous year’s reyiew — of transmitting 
the Imperial mails between Jodlipur, IMialodi and Sankia, by the escort camel 
sowars, for which the Post Office pays the Maiwar Daibar a sum equnalent 
to the cost of the mail camel sowais, who have been abolished— was tiled for 
SIX months during the yeai, and pioyed entirely satisfaotoiy and was con- 
firmed The success of this measure the first of its kind in the annals of the 
Inipernl Post Office — was so maiked, by inci eased speed and regulantv of the 
mail seivicp, that similar measures ln,ve been proposed as part ot a sclieme for

10 AppondK iV sliows that no cases of highiray lohbencs of mails 
occurred during the year , and that there was only one case of attempt The 
fir'st three cases detailed m the Appendix were pending at the close of the 
previous year In case No. 1 (attempt on the parcel mad, U 3 ]ain-Agar line, 
date 9th December 1897), the Agent to the Goiemor Geneial held that an 
attempt on the mail had been made The culprits have not been tiaoed In 
case No 2 (robbery of the parcel mail, Deoli-Nasirahad line, date 16th 
December 3897), the robbers have not been apprehended and police enquiries 
have now been abandoned Incase No 3 (lobberyof E300 fiom the mail, 
Nagar-Dig line, date 20th February 1898), Runnei Manohar nas suspected 
and prosecuted He was convicted by the Lower Court, but acquitted on 
appeal by the Sessions Court at Bhartpm 

Of the two cases of attempt at highway robbery, No 4, which oocuricd on 
the TJjiain-Agar line, in Holkar Territory, on date the 16th Febiuary 1898, 
was madveitently omitted from last yeai’s appendix The runner and the 
escort sowar were attacked by thiee men, who pelted them with stones There 
was no loss The culprits have not been traced Case No 5 occuried on the 
Bag-Jbabua line, Jhabua State, on date the 19th April 1898 The runner, 
who was unescorted, was accosted by six Bhils, who, after feeling the hags, 
allowed him to pass on with the mail During the year there were faro allega- 
tions of attempts on the mails which, on enquiry, were found not to have 
hcen io 7 id fide GSiSGS.

opened the Asop office bag and abstracted BlOO, which he hid and after- 
u aids gave up He uas convicted, under Section 40S of the Indian Penal 
Code, by the Couit of Vakils, Mai wai, and sentenced to iigorous impiison- 
meut for one-aiid a-halt years The sentence was confirmed by the Besident, 
Western R.iiputana Stitcs Sadhu Bam, Postman, Begun, terapoiaiily mis- 
nppiopiiated B7, the amount leoovered on a Value Payable packet delivcied 
by him He mide good the amount slioitly afteiwaids and absconded His 
dismissal was ordeicd Giinai Lai, while officiating us Branch Postmaster, 
Madar, misappiopnatod postige B2 lecovered by liim on unpaid covers 
delivered He made good the amount, and was dismissed Bahirauddm, 
Branch Postmaster, Jasivantpiira, ropoi ted that he had received copper coin, 
instead of a lemittance of EaO in rupees, sent to >um m tho mail bag fiom 
the Abu Sub-office The enquiry failed to fis the theft on the Branch Post-

FRADDS IN CONIJeCTION WITH POSTAGE STAMPS 
17. Pifteen cases of fiaud m connection with postage stamps were finally 
disposed of during tho rear Of these, ten related to the misuse of soivice 
stamps for piivato oouespondence Legal convictions were obLamed m hve of 
tho cases, in three, the accused weiediscliaigel for want of evidence, and m 
tlio two remaining the olTencleis could not ho traced

18 Two iasta'i.^es weie bi ought to notice by the Minister of Kisliangarh, 
in which attempts had been made to sw indie His Highness the Mihaia-jabv 
means of the Value-payable post Tlio offender in one case was a olerk n the 
Noulakha Post Office. The value of the articles sent — some worthless pam- 
phlets — was lecovored fioin tho sondoi, and he was also punished by tlio 
Postmaster General of the Panjah In tho other case, a native of Gva sent 
some old, valueless inagazinca to His Highness i'he sender is said to bo of 
unsound mind The Deputy Postmaster-General, Behar, lecovered the value 
fiom him, and placed the oise m the hands of tho District Migistrate, Gya 

A resident of Kotputh complained that tho sender of a Value-pavablo 
article to his addiess, posted at Lahoie, had cheated him by sending golds 
otliei tiiau those he had oidered. Tlie case was referied to the Panjab Circle, 
and the complainaiil was recommended to seek legal ledress 

POST OtnOE BUILDINGS

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Owing to tl’e good offices of tbc Ki^honcoih Darbar, proliniimnes vrero 
setflcd for tlio construction of a new Post Office, on a site centric ilh situated 
at the Capital llie Pno Ea 3 a of Sikni, who is on all occasions most 
helpful to tins Department, has consented to cieetancwand much needed 
building foi the combined Post and Telesraph office at the imnorfant and 
rising town of Patdipur The Jlialrapitan City Post Office has been enlarged 
and adapted for the impending eytcnsion to it of tlie telesriph Prohinmaues 
wore settled with the Bundi Darhar to enlarao the accommodation for the 
combined office at the Capital The Thakur of Slandawa agreed to constiuct 
a building, on rent, foi the combined office there A firm of Ilankois at 
Jhunjlmu aie constiuotmg a suitable house foi the local combined office 

In Central India, the Naisingarli Daihar are building a house for tho 
combined office at Pacbor 

In many cases Post Office buildings, borne on the books of tbo Public 
Woiks Department, were extended, or otheiwise improicd duimg the veau 
In other cases, hcttei accommodation for post offices has been secured, at 
enhanced rent

20 The year has been marked by the introduction of a new Post Office 
Act (No VI of 1808), which came into effect from tho 1 st Jiilv, and by tho 
following chamres and concessions to tho public From the 1 st Octohei tho 
privileged publication system was abolished and now rules introduced foi the 
logistiation of bund fide newspapcis Inoin the same date, tho Inland postage 
rates on Ictteis ucic revised and leduced in respect of those ahoie half a 
tola in weight IVith effect fiom Clmstmas Day, 1808, the rates wore i educed 
from 2 ^ aniias to 1 anna per half ounce on letters foi the United Kingdom 
and coitam British Possessions From the 1st Tanuarv IbOO the conditions 
weiG revised and simplified under which Inland postil articles may ho insured 
The oyteiision of the Postal Lifo Insuiaiicc sjsteni gonorally to senants of 
Government, which was introduced from Febriiarv 1808, wis, duung the 5 oar 
undoi ieview,also extended to Officois of Goioinmcnt whose sen ices have been 
lent to Railway Administrations The commission on monci oideis issued 
upon the post offices at Katholi, Eimpuia, Ahoi, Chanand, Jnloi and 
Tugatgaih, which, in the piecoding yeai, had to be increased fiom 1 to 2 pei 
cent on accoiv’t of the very heavy tiansactions and the difficulty and cost of 
finauemg, was again reduced at Katholi with effect from tho IstJuh 1898 
and at the othei offices fiom the 1 st March 1899 Owing to the evjiansion of 
Postal hnsiness and consequent increase in then work and iesponsibilitie«, the 
salaries of the Postmasters at SIhow, Neomuch, Rutlam, Udaipui and Abu 
Road weie mateiially enhanced The growth of PcstaRTelegraph work also 
led to incieases in establishment and in some cases of emoluments The 
geneial expansion of the Circle within the last foui a ears necessitated the 
sti cngthonnig of the cleucal staff of my own office and df the Ajmer Dead 
Letter 0 ill ce Revisions of mail routes, establishments, etc , avero worked out 
and sanctioned, in lefeienco to the impending opening of the Guua-Raran and 
Balotia-Baimei Railway extensions eaily in the ensuing year. 

CONCLUDING RrWAEKS 

21 The statistics fuinished avith this review* indicate a stcadi adaance- 
meut in Postal hucincss Tlie lelaxation of the strict economy imposed in (bo 
preaious jeir opened the way for some useful mcasuies of dcaelopment Tbeic 
were no cases of highway rohbeiy of mails, and no very serious case of 
default h) Postal seivants Cordial lolations continued to be genci.illa mam- 
tamed by the Dopaitment in its relations with vauous Daihais lYith the 
exception of Ihice months (July to Octobei) when I was on leave, and 
Ml W. T. VonSomeren, 0 1 E , acted foi me, the administiation of the Circle 
was in my hands Between us we spent 171 days of the yeai on tour I have 
experienced a eontmuance of .the kind assistance of the Agents to tho 
Governoi Geneial in Bajpiitana and Central India— and of "the Political 
officers geneiallj — which was so liberally extended to me m tho past and for 
which mj best acknowledgments aic due.

INSPECTIONS, VITAL STATISTICS, SANITATION, VACCINATION, DISEASES, 

DISPENSAEIES, AND JAILS 

CHARGE 

Lieutenant-Colonel A Aflams, II D , I AI S , assumed ndnunistmtivo 
medical charge in Rniputana from Colonel T H Eendiev, C I E , I W.S , 
on the 6th of April 1&9B, and continued to hold it throughout the jear 

INSPECTIONS 

Lieutenant-Colonel A Adams inspected all the licad-quartirs stations 
m Raiputana, and also Tonk, Bundi, and Dholpur, and made frequent ins* 
jiections of the plague prevention arrangemt nts, during the year 

VITVL STATISTICS 

Eegistration of Vital statistics has been attempted in 18 Native Stafesi 
one moie than m the pievious veai, r^tz , Bundi, and although man\ of the 
returns are still obviously nanting in coiredness, some ot them slion an 
impiovement when compaied with those of priwious yeais Endeavoms aio 
heiu" made to impi ove the agencies for colhcting these statistus, and it is 
hoped more accu>ato data mil shortly he foitheoming, it mil, however, 
tat c time to ovei come the prejudices of the people of these Slates, many of 
VI horn aio still averse to repoiting female births, which, according to their 
ideas, bring discredit on the family. 

SANITATION 

steady progress is being made in sanitation m most of the States of 
Rajputana, and the plague scare has tended to activity in this direction 

The sanitaiy steam tiamway for .Todhpur City continues to be worked 
satisfactoiily, and it has alreadv done much to improve the condition of both 
the city and suhnihs A now incineiator has been put up for the liurning 
of iiihhish in Jaipur citv, and many other impiovcments m sanitation 
have been earned out there duiing the past yeai Sanitation m Alwar, 
Bhaiatpur, and Kotah cities is icaoiving much attention A new 
diaiuage system has been completed for the Bikanei Palace and it is woiking 
satisfactoiily An improved water supply is under considciation for both 
Udaipui and Bharatpur, and if the schemes he earned out the health of 
tlie people of these Capitals must he materially honefitted 

Village sanitation is receiving some attention in most of the important 
States, and endeavours aie being made to place medical subordinates at the 
head of tlie sanitary dcpaitincnts 

Village sanitation is receiving particular attention in Alwar 

Bcsidencv and Agency Sureeons have been encouraged to spend as much 
of the cold weather as possible in camp, n here thej have had opportuiiitus 
of advising village authorities in the sanitary measuies which could easily he 
earned out With the exercise of tact, patience, and jutigment on the pait 
of the medical oflitcr. the people can ho prevailed upon to protect their water- 
supply and do much to improve the sanitary condition of their sun onndiiigs, 
which would not be readily accomjilished by Darbai orders 

VACCINATION 

In Native States the primaiy vaccin itions rose from 296,933 in 1897-98 
to 334,371 in the year under report, and 99 27 of these were successful against 
98 55 m 1897-98 The increase in the iniuihei of priiiiaiv operations per- 
formed, and in the successlul percentage, both inmcate satisfnctviv jirogress 
ID these States 

It IS also satisf.actoiy to nolo that vaeoination n I urns have been received 
from Bundi this \eai 
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Tl'cre hare hecn 212 vaccinators orapbvotl agmist 235 m the pre. ions 
year four additional v iccmators r ore emploved in Mon ar, thiec in Mu n ar, two 
in Sirohi. one in Bikaner and one in Jusalmcr, and four less in liishangarb, 
onolesain Alvar and one less m Jhalawar State Two -vaccmatois were 
employed m Bundt 

The average number of opeiations performed by each raccinatoi rose from 
1,271 to 1,387, but the work laried in different States fiom 3,505 opeiations in 
Jhalawai to 190 in Bundi , 

There veie 88,975 primarr successful vaccinations pei formed m Jodhpur, 
76,171 in Jaipui> 40, 6SS m Bharatpur, 2o,020 in Bikauei, 25,100 m Alvar, 
23,619 m Mewai, lo,8oS in Kotali, 10,296 m Jlialawni, 4,902 in Dholpm, 
4,583 in Tonk, 3,493 in Siiohi, 2,702 in Kaiauh, 2,606 in Kisliangarh, 2,297 
in Jaicalmei, 950 in Shahpuia, 562 in Kushalgarh, 489 in Dungarpui, 344 in 
Partahgaih, 343 in Bundi, and 216 in Banswaia 

Re-iaccination has not vet been much practised in Rajputana States, as it 
is difficult to peisuade the people to submit their children to it , consequently 
only 727 succe<.sful ope’atioiis u ere pei formed duung the year under loport. 
Three hundred and niiietj-fivo of the total successful re-vaccinations wore done 
in Bikanet State, wlicie some of the advanced people hai'e tiken to it. 

The Residency Surgeon, Jodlipui, inspected 553 towns and villages and 
saw 12,278 cluldien vho had been successfully vaccinated , the Residency 
Surgeon, Jaipui, inspected 329 tovns and ullages andsav 9,293 children vho 
had been successfully vaccinated , the Residency Siugeon, TJclaipur, inspected 
236 towns and villages and saw 4,700 cliildieu who had been successfully 
vaccinated, the Agency Suigeon, Alivar, inspected 695 towns and villages and 
saw 7,901 childien V ho had been successfully vaccinated, the Civil Suigeon, 
Bikaner, inspected 114 towns and villages and saw 3,181 childien vho had been 
successfully vaccimitod , the Medic, il Officei, on special duty at Bhaitpm, 
inspected 132 towns and ullages and saw 5,508 children who had been success- 
fully vaccinated , and the Agency Surgeon, Kotah and Jhalavar, inspected 
774* towns and villages and saw 4,850 children who had been successfully 
vaccinated 

It IS very satisfactory to notice an inciease of ovei 17,000 vaccinations 
in Jaipur, and also an increase in tlie woik done m Jodhpui, Udaipur, 
Bharatpur, Ahvar, Bikaner, Kotah, Siiohi, Jaisalmer, Jhalawai, Dliolpur, 
and Kishaiigaili * 

Vaccination is advancing steadily in most of the important States of 
Rajputana, and althoiigli Bansvaia, Bundi, Rimgarpur, Parhaligaih, Kushal- 
gaili and Shahpuia are still veiy backwaid in this most useful dejiartment, 
a commencement has been made 

The Besidency and Agency Surgeons have done much inspection during 
the year undei lepoit, and nothing will do more to bring about thoiougline'^s 
and piogiess in the department than then direct supei vision. 

Tlie ovpcnditme on vaccination was R31,715 1-0 against R32, 338-12-6 
in tlie previous year, and the cost of each operation fell fiom 21 to 
18 pies 


DISPEjy?2 EIES 

There are now 139 hospitals, and dispensaries supported by Darhars in 
Rajputana against 136 in the previous year Three new institutions were 
opened, me, one at Samode m Jaijiur, one at Debaii Railway Station in 
Mewar, and one at Soj.it ui Slarvar 

The new liospital at Cliuru in Bikaner has been completed and an Assist- 
ant Suigeon took cliuae of it on the 1st Octohei 1898 

One block of tro Bharatpur General Ilospital has been completed, and a 
good suppiv of new instiuments and appliances procured for if , tlieso include 
the llontgen ravs apjiaratus and bteiihzeis of the most appiovcd pattern. 

liic Sojab di‘'pcnsiiv in Marwar has been lemovod to a now and Buitablo 
building cmnplotcd during the v ear under rejiort, and a new thsponsary has 
heten completed aud opened at Shergaih by the Jodhpui Barhax.

Foul percent of the total tieated ueie for dvsenterv and diarrhoea against 
5 per cent in the prcMous s ea", and tho tie Uli-i itc fiom these tliseasts was 
n-uoh, loner than in 1897 tiz , IS against 30 per cent of the total mortality 

DTJSG AND RESPIRVTORY DISEASES 

Of the total treated, 8 against G pci cent suffered from lungs and respira- 
tors atfeotions, hut the moitalitj fell from 24 percent in 1897 to 23 per cent 
It.

Only s]v ta'cs of sporadic cholera •wcio reported in llajpufana in 1S9S , 
those ccc\iru(I in JU aiatpur, the^ ucieall fatal, and due no doubt to some 
local insanitan condition. 


BUBONIC PLAGUF 

Betnoon the Isl of Apnl and the end of Seplcrnher no bubonic plague 
nas irnpoitid fiom the intoctcd aica into JhaTput ina liouorer, after the latter 
dite, occasional cases began to appeal on the laihvas, and up to the end of 
]\tarch 1899 thcie ucic 15 cases of plairnc 01 s^impec'cd plague discovered by 
the inspecting oflicirs, 14 of which juovcd fat il The precautions tahoii ucre 
fortunate Iv sufiic Kilt to precent the spieul ot the disease, and no indigcnou!

SJIALL-POX 

Thcie were 690 deaths from small-pox reported against SI 7 in 1897, cases 
oicmied in 12 agaii st 11 Native States m the puMous scai The mailed 
piogicss nou being made m vaccination in most of the Stales of Bajputana 
lb doing much to mitigate the images of this due disease 

LEPl'OSr 

There wcie 610 eases of lepiosv treated in (he hospitals and dispensaries 
ofKatne States in Bajputana against G25 in 1S97 and 791 m 1890 The 
disease seems to he In coming less piev dent in tins part of the countiy, although 
no specific remedy has been yet dibcovoicd foi it. 

SNAKE POISONING 

Strcchnia is no longer accepted a? a specific in the treatment of snaho 
poisoning , C iliuelte’s .intivemne is hejit in stoch and used uhen opjiortunity 
offois, hut it has not 3 ct been sutTicicntly tested hoi 0 to narrxnt a detinite 
o,Jiuion on it as a spcoihc.

of the iens for cabinet, SO ]itholapaxics, 70 lithotomies, and 111 ampul itions, 
against 1, -.11, 13, 78 and 117, respeetn ely, m lbo7 

Of tlio total operations performed, 12,073 were done in Jaipui, Kishansarh 
and Sambhar, 10,5a7 m Jodlipui, Siiohi and Jaisaliiiei, 7,030 in Udaipui, 
Pnrtabgarh, Bansnara and Bnutiarpur, 7,397 in Ahrar, 6,21b lu ICotih and 
Jhalanai, .'>,810 in Bikaner, and ‘1,612 in Bhaiatpiir 

Good progress IS being made m surgery throughout the Stites of Ka 3 - 
putana, and optlialmic and obstetuc opeiations have paiticuiail) ineuased 
m the women’s hospitals at Jodlipui, Aluar and Tonk. 

EXPEXDITOKE 

The expenditure on medical institutions m Native States fell fiom 
£3,12,828 to £2,81,128 Theueciease was mainly due to lessened expenditure 
on buildings and lepaiis, winch fell fiom £61,315 to £20,051 in 1808 

The expenditure on Europe medicines, bazaai medicines, and diets, 
fell flora £60,027, B7,19i and £2G,6*'6 to £58,920, EG,9‘ll and £23,298 
respectively in 1898, but the expendituie on establishments and miscellaneous 
cbaigi^s lose fiom £1,35,024 and £19,565 in 1897 to £], 40,307 and 
£22,6il lespectnely m 1898 

Of the total cost of Hospitals and Bispensaiies in these Stabs, £ob,72t 
weie expended in Jaipui, £47,367 in Jodhpui, £37,382 in Bikanei, 
£^6,201 in IJdaipur, £23,303 in Aluar, £20,370 in Jlhaitpm, 1119,807 
m Kotali, £1J,321 m Jhalauai, £8,616 in Tonic, £6,598 in Bliolpur, 
£'1,266 in Kaiauli, £2,898 m Siiohi, £2,6J3 in Jaisalmer, £2,330 m Bnndi, 
£1,628 m Kisbangaih, £1,547 m Banswara, E.1,353 in l-’aitaligaih, £1,251) 
in Biingarpui, and £1,113 m Shahpura 

The inciease in expenditure in Dungaipm has been due to the appoint- 
ment of a qualified Hospital Assistant to the dispensary instead of the 
unqualified piactitionor hitlieito in chaige there 

A well qualified Hospital Assistant is much needed in Buiidi 

Each case tieated cost 68 against 62 pies in the previous voai, and this 
was mainly due to the decrease m expenditure on buildings and lepaiis. 

SALE OF QUININE AT POST OPPICES 

During the yeai 1898 quinine was sold at 117 against 133 post offices 
in 1897 The total sales effected amounted to 295 packets ot 102 jioudois 
each, equal to 30,090 doses of five-grains each, against 46,920 doses ol five- 
grains each in the previous year The falling off in sales may beattnbuted to 
the much less pievalence of malaiial fevers 

The largest nnmherof packets of quinine disposed of was in Jlewai, tns, 
135, equal to 13,770 doses of five-giains each 

As in the previous year, the laigest sales were effecled in ton ns near the 
railway, and the diugisnotyet much appieciated by tiie ordmaiy iillagers, 
except in dispensary towns, where they can get it fioe of chaige It has, 
houevci, been decided to continue the scheme for a furthci peiiod as this 
can be done at little cost to the States 

JAILS 

£efurns have been received fiom 20 jails in the Native States of £aj- 
putana as in the previous year 

The daily a-verago number of pnsoneis in these jails fell from 
from A, 919 73 in 1897 to 4,679 68 in 1898, and tljo total treatid in Jiospztal 
fell from 6,88S to 3,636, which may beattnbuted to the hoalthinessof tlicseason 
as well as to impioved jail management Tne daily average sick fell from 
124 95 to 112 39, the moitality froni 116 to 90, and the death-rate from 23 58 
to 19 23 per millo 

Of the total admissions, 31 per cent were for malarial fevers and spleen 
difieaics, against 27 in the previous year, and the deaths from these affections 
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were 9 agninsb G per cert inl?^97; tlie admis'^ions from lungs ani respiratory 
diseases rose from 9 to 12 per cent and tlic dcntlis from 20 to 38 per cent 

The dASonterr and dianhcca save ri'-c to 12 per cent of the total ticattd 
against Id per cent in the preiious veai, but the dcath-rato nas much lower 
than in J827, mz , 17 against 38 per cent , ulcers and injuiies gave rise to 5 
and i per cent of tlio total treated, as in the previous jear, and there ncre no 
deaths from these afTcctions. 

^o cholera occurred in any of the jails of Eajputina in 1898 

Ko deaths weie repoited fiom the Shahpuia and Dungaipur Jails, and tho 
rate of mortality fell in all jails except Jaipur, Tonk and Kishangarh. 

The death-rate per mille of population in the Bikaner Jail was 4*09, in 
Jodhpui 9 52, m Alwar i0 33, in Kai luli 20 98, m Jaisalincr 22 35, m 
Bansnara 22 09, in Kishangnrli 24 02, in Kotah 25 12, m Sirohi 2") 27, in 
Jaipur 27 27, 'in Bhaiafpur 28 29, m Udaipur 30 49, in Jh.ihwar 30 57, m 
Partabgaih 39 39, m Tonk 42 10, in Bundi 00 00, and m Dholpiir 01 51 

TIio deith-rate in Dliolpur has hecn by far the highest recorded m 
Ilajputana The jail of the State is badly situated and badly constructed, it 
JB, howevei, hoped that a new jail on scientific pimciples will shortly ho built 
on a healthy ntc Tnero has been oyercrowding m llie Udaipur and Jaipur 
Jails which readily accounts for the high mortality , moie accommodation, 
it IS hojied, will shortly he provided for prisoneis m both States The 
overcrowding which hitherto existed m the Jlialawar Jail has been relieved 
by the tiansfei of a numbei of prisoners to Kotah, whoio tho accommodation 
is ample 

A new jail has been completed at Kishangarh which will maloriolly 
benefit tho prisoners there 

Steady progitss is being made in jail management in most of the States 
of Rajputana, and the prisoneis are now generally well cared for Tho wnlcr- 
Bupply, the food and tho vegetable gardens of jails aie all receiving moio 
attention than hitherto Theio is still overcrowding of prisoners in some 
States, and theie aie a few of the oldjuls very defective in drainage and 
construction, winch require immediate remedy 


FEMALE HOSPITALS AND MEDICAL EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 

JODOTUR 

kliss Adams, ii n , has been m charge of the Jaswnnt Hospital at Jo Ihpui 
thionghout the year, and the returns show a satisfactory increase of work 
There wcie 8,308 m and out-dooi patients treated and 774 operations performed, 
of which 26 were extractions of the lens for cataract and 0 obstetric operations 
Alias Adams visited many pa> da jias/itH ladies at tho Palace and at tbeir own 
houses m addition to those treated in the hospital 

Mrs Boso, a qualified Hospital Assislant, who was appointed in June 
1898, resides in tho hospital and gives valuable assistance Some of the tow n 
dhais have received instruction m their special calling duiing the jear 

ALWAR 

Miss Dissent, ir n , held charge of the Lady Dufform Hospital at Alwar 
till the 28th Pehruary 1898, avhen she was relieved bv Miss Laudoi, Ji d., 
who IS now Superintendent of the institution Diuing the vear 11,267 in and 
out-door patients were treated and 2,045 operations performed against 11,787 
m and out-door patients and 2,501 operations in 1897. Two now wards weio 
opened by His Highness the Maharaja on tho 1st April 1898, and these 
atlord much extra accommodation for m-patients. 

JJDAIP&B 

Miss ‘Graham has been in charge of tho Walter Zenana Hospital at 
Udaipur throughout the year. There has been a considerable decrease in 
both the in and ont-door patients, %\z , 2,800 against 3,398 in the previous

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ycai , this rmv to some extent bo attixbuted to tho gieater liealtluness of the 
A ni A Ecmale Hospital Assistant resides in this hospital and assists in all 
tho diilios connected nith it 


TONK 

Hiss DoSouza has been in chat go of the ‘Walter Hospital at Tonk 
throughout the j ear and has done excellent Tvork Dining the yeai 6,23Ji 
in ami out-dooi patients were treated and 407 operations performed, against 
3, Ci)2 in and out-door patients and 223 opeiatious in the pievious year A 
consideiable numhei of purdah ladies weie visited at then houses, and 
Hiss DeSouza IS of opinion that the ‘^tiictness of her pvi daJi anangements 
haie matoually helped this hospital, which has hitheito been backward 

BHARATPDR 

The female dispensary in Bharatpur City has been in eharge of Pemale 
Hospital Assistant Dibi Rup Kuar througliout the year. Nine thousand and 
seienty-nine in and out-door patients weie tieated against 10,079 in tho pre- 
vious veai , the decrease is attiibuted to the less pievalence of malaiial 
feveis during the year The hospital has lately been removed to a now 
building, and an mciease in attendance is hoped for, 

KOTAH 

The Victoiia Hospital at Kotah has been in charge of Hospital Assistant 
Bessie Karimullah thioughout the year Slie passed her examination foi tho 
second class on the i6th April 1898, and she has done much good work during 
the year. The total numbei of in and out-door patients tieated in the hospital 
fell from 8,173 to 7,997, a decrease attiibuted to greater healthiness of the 
season Thei e w eic 849 operations peifoi med against 718 in the previous year, 
ft is proposed to place this fine hospital in the hands of a well qualified Super* 
intendent who should be able to acquire more influence with the people than 
any Hospital Assistant can be expected to obtain. 

BIKANER 

Bibi Ashaifi, a qualified female Hospital Assistant, has been in charge of 
the female wing of the Bbagn an •Dass Hospital at Bikaner thioughout the 
year JBurda naslnns and othei women who do not wish to go mto the male wing 
of tho hospital aie tieated in this detached building but no special returns are 
made out for it 


JAIPUR 

A second cla^s Peniale Hospital Assistant has been employed in the women’s 
wards of the Mayo Hospital, Jaipur, throughout the yeai There has been a 
decicase in attendance, 'vhich has been attributed to the absence of another 
Female Hospital Assistant on plague duty at Bandikui Endeavours are being 
made to get a women’s hospital established at this Capital, where it is much 
needed, as the pui dah system is more rigid than in many of the other States 
where such institutions now attract large numbers of purdah msinns 

KABAULI 

The Karauli Dispensary for women was closed till tho 1st of February 
last, when it was opened by Mis Bose, a qualified Hospital Assistant fiom 
Calcutta 

SIROHI 

^Irs Ives, a qualified nurse, is still employed by the Sirohi Darbar to 
look after the ladies and children in tho Palace, but she has no opportunity of 
working amongst the town's iieople 

The Jodhpui, .Taipur, and Bilcaner Darbars are educating a female pupd 
each at the Agra Medical School. 
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IXS AXES 

There Trere 197 msanos treifcd m Rnjpufana hc^itnls 'intl dispcntiTries 
during the year under icport , of thc^e 61 were cured, 29 dischnigcd otUcmise 
to the custody of then relatives, and 7 died 

There aro comfortahle lunatic asylums at Jodhpur, Jaipur, Rihancr, 
Bharatpur, Alvar, Jaisalmcr, Karauh, Kotah, and Jhalauai, uhore the 
insanes loceive medical treatment and are fairly ■vroll cared for.
